"chopper" riders to watch Evel carry his 
hopes (and theirs1) across the gaping 
Snake River canyon on his steam-pow- 
ered rockct/"cycle." 


And just so the spectators, part of 1.8. 


million nationwide, could be properly at- 
tired for the big moment, hawkers of- 
fered T-shirts for $3 each. They were em- 
bossed with your choice of two full-color 
portraits of Evel Knlevel while you 
waited. 


Pollution tests 
ordered for 
Heritage Park 


A "fish kill" In early August has 


prompted the Wheeling Park Board to 
order that water samples be taken to test 
for possible pollution of the Heritage 
Park west retention basin. 


The board became aware of the kill 


when Craig Stryszyk, IS, of 386 S. Jcffcry 
Ln.. asked the commissioners If anything 
had been put in the basin between Aug. 1 
and Aug. 12. He said he returned from 
vacation to find between 300 and 400 
dead fish on the basin's banks. 


Stryszyk said ho has been fishing in 


the retention basin for several years and 
said the dead fish included many "good- 
sized" bass and a baby northern pike. 


"1 think something is being dumped in 


from one of the industries," Stryszyk 
said. Ho offered to take water samples 
for tho district to have tested. 


PARK IIOAItD members said that It Is

Valenza slated 
to appear 
in court today 


Former \Vhoollng trustee Michael Va- 


lenza wilt appcr In U. S. District Court at 
10 a.m. today to request a reduction in 
his nine-month prison sentence for con- 
spiracy to commit extortion. 


Volcnzo. who was scheduled to begin 


his sentence Aug. 23, was granted a 
delay so he could bo in court to argue for 
a reduced sentence before Judge Ber- 
nard Decker. 


Tho former trustee pleaded guilty Feb. 


28 to conspiring with then Wheeling 
Building Director William Blcbcr to ex- 
tort 110.000 of furniture from Wlckcs, 
Inc. He ls ono of six former and present 
Wheeling and Cook County officials In- 
dicted Jan. 31 following a year-long fed- 
eral probe Into shakedowns of Wheeling 
developers. Four of tho six have pleaded 
guilty and three have been sentenced 
to prison terms. 


The U. S. Attorney's Office has testi- 


fied that Valenza cooperated fully in the 
W h e e l i n g investigation. Tho former 
trustee testified before a grand jury the 
day he was arrested, and also testified at 
tho trial of former trustee William Hart. 


Valcnzn's attorney Is expected to use 


his clients' cooperation with the govern- 
ment in his arguments for reduced sen- 
tence. 


or south of the basin may have dumped 
something into the sewers that drain into 
the basin. They noted that a 60-inch sew- 
er pipe was Installed last year to drain 
the Dunhurst area and several in- 
dustries. They said drainage from this 
pipe might have killed the fish. 


Park board Pros. Robert Ross said 


that tho fish might have died from natu- 
ral causes when the water plants in the 
basin bloomed. "You always get a fish 
kill when tho lako blooms," he said. 


The commissioners, however, said the 


m a t t e r should be thoroughly in- 
vestigated. They ordered the superin- 
tendent to have water samples taken Fri- 
day morning and to get a map of the 
village drainage system to determine 
what areas empty into the basin. 


"If it happened once, It can happen 


again, and we could end up with a stag- 
nant pool of water," said Comr. Lorraine 
Lark. 


"Wo could lose what little recreation 


wo have there," Comr. Hugh Wilson 
said. 


STRYSZYK TOLD the board that since 


the August fish kill no other fish appear 
to have died. He also noted that none of 
the scavenger fish that live at the bottom 
of the basin were among those killed. 


In addition to the.fish kill, Stryszyk 


also said that the southwest end of the 
basin is littered with old car parts and 
other garbage. Park board members 
said that this section of the basin is not 
on park property, and therefore they 
cannot take action concerning the gar- 
bage. 


The commissioners sold that although 


the pollution may be entering from this 
southwest part of the basin, the park 
board does have legal recourse since it 
affects the entire basin. 
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ABOUT iso persons bought their all- 


cotton mementoes to remind them of the 
bright Sunday afternoon spent watching 
Knievel, 34, fail in his attempt to span 
tho canyon. 


The lobby is carpeted and the manage- 


ment served complimentary coffee to the 
patrons. Outside, chopped Harleys and 
their riders arrived, announced by tuned 
exhaust pipes. Inside the lobby, middle- 
class heads instinctively turned to the 
noise. 


Carefully stained and worn denims 


were the Chicago bikers' colors in grimy 
contrast to the pure white modified rock 
'n' roll leather suit worn by Evel. 


"Evel's the American ideal, man. He 


said he was going to do it and I'm going 
to do it," said the biker with the coiled 
cobra tattoo. 


The cobra-man's buddy chipped In: 


"Ho doesn't want to die. Let me tell ya, 
when you've got three or four million 
dollars, there ain't no way you want to 
die." 


Bearded, blue jean-clad bikers pro- 


duced their red tickets for the ushers and 
swaggered in. They were soon to be lost 
in the dark of the theater. 


THE THEATER was about three-quar- 


ters sold at $10 per seat. The audience 
was quiet, predominantly middle-class 
and all white. They were soothed with 
canned music. 


They came in family groups, some- 


times three generations together for a 
Sunday afternoon. The children, as 
young as five and six, chattered ex- 
citedly about Evel. He was always 
"Evel" when there's a possibility that 
someone is going to kill himself before 
your eyes and you've paid $10 for the 
view, It's strictly on a first name only 
basis. 


Three teen-age boys arrived, found 


seats and one ran back for the buttered 
popcorn. 


Sliding into their seats and looping 


their legs over the seat in front, one said, 
"It's amazing the way he bounces." 


HIS FRIEND answered, "Oh, yea. Did 


you ever really see him? He looks like 
a dummy." 


The house lights dimmed and the the- 


ater broke into cheers, whistles, and cat- 
calls. It was like the giant cartoon car- 
nivals where mothers can ditch their 
kids on dollar day in Peoria. 


The screen flickered with diagonals 


slashes and the image of Snake Canyon, 
Idaho, came into blurry view. 


It focused to the strains of the "Ballad 


of Evel Knievel." 


The chaplain of Bourbon street was in- 


troduced, and he asked the audience to 
pray with him. This was the event, he 
entoned, that we all are "blowing our 
heads to watch." He ended his prayer. 
"It's fun to be saved. Amen." 


And the audience cheered. 
People took the opportunity during the 


exhibitions of an African psychic riding 
blindfolded through flames and spears 
and the feats of Sensational Parker 
"king of the sway pole." to run out for 
more refreshments.

"IF HE DIES. I don't know," he shrug-

Parks seek 
fast action on 
flood basin

Wheeling Park District commissioners 


plan to appeal to the Metropolitan Sani- 
tary District for speedy action on prom- 
ised improvements to the Heritage Park 
west retention basin. 


They also plan to inform the sanitary 


district that they will sue if the improve- 
ments are not begun shortly. 


The park commissioners are consid- 


ering a suit against both the sanitary dis- 
trict and the Village of Wheeling for fail- 
ing to complete work on the 20-acre ba- 
sin. 


LAND FOR THE basin was donated by 


the park district in 1969 with the under- 
standing that the retention lake would be 
used for boating and fishing. The basin 
never has been used for recreation be- 
cause of its depth and size, and park 
board members dsscribe it as a "mud- 
hole" and an "eyesore." 


Board members decided to appeal to 


the MSD after expressing displeasure 
with the village's response to their 
request for a timetable on the Heritage 
Park basin improvements. They said the 
letter from Village Mgr. George Passolt 
contained none of the requested informa- 
tion. 


"As far as I'm concerned this says 


nothing," Park Pros. Robert Ross said of 
the letter. "There is no such thing as a 
timetable in this letter." 


In the letter, Passolt told the park 


board that the village plans to meet with 
the sanitary district to discuss the proj- 
ect as soon as reports from village engi- 
neers are reviewed. No dates were men- 
tioned. 


THE PARK BOARD is concerned 


about improvements to the basin because 
a series of improvements promised in a 
1972 referendum now are under way. 
They said they have put up with the ba- 
sin in its present condition for five years. 


A proposal to meet with the village

Trustee plans 'better communications9 


Wheeling Trustee John Koeppen said 


he plans to propose a program that will 
put the village board in contact with the 
residents several times a year. 


Koeppen said the program will be sun- 


liar to the accountability sessions spon- 
sored by the board earlier this year. 
During a series of six sessions, the vil- 
lage board traveled to various neighbor- 
hood schools in the community to discuss 
problems with residents. 


"I think It is good to get to the people 


in the community. I think we straight- 
ened a lot of the problems and let the 


people know you can talk to a board 
member," Koeppen said of the sessions 
this winter. 


THE TRUSTEE declined to outline his 


idea for the new program, saying that it 
is not fully developed. He said be will 
present his program once he has taken 
care of some personal business obliga- 
tions. 


The program may be delayed until at 


least next summer because of the up- 
coming village elections, Koeppen said. 
He said the politics involved in the elec- 
tion might prevent the program from ac- 


tually establishing better communication 
between residents and the board mem- 
bers. 


Noting the need for contact between 


the trustees and the public, Koeppen said 
he thinks the sessions should be sched- 
uled more than once a year. 


"I think personally it should happen 


twice a year, not on the basis we did in a 
couple of weeks," he said, referring to 
the fact that the accountability sessions 
took place to a two-month period. 


SINCE THE accountability sessions, 


the village board has changed its proce- 


dure for allowing residents to address 
the board at its regular meetings. Pre- 
viously, residents had to request time be- 
fore the board several days in advance 
of the meeting. Now residents merely 
sign a sheet immediately prior to the 
start of the meeting. 


Despite this change, Koeppen said the 


accountability-type sessions are needed 
because many residents do not feel they 
can attend village board meetings. He 
said many residents feel strange about 
attending the meetings, but might attend 
a gathering in their neighborhood.

Shift 20% of flights 
to Midway: Young 


U.S. Rep. Samuel H. Young, R-10th, will seek assistance of 


federal agencies In trying to shift 20 per cent of airline flights 
using O'Hare Airport to Midway Airport.

Tho partially decomposed body of a 37-year-old man was 


discovered In a tack room at Arlington Park Race Track 
early Sunday. Arlington Heights police said the man, Robert 
Kranz, Is believed to have been a stable worker. Police have 
not determined the cause of death but sold Kranz had a 
history of poor health. He apparently had been dead for sev- 
eral days.

Two uncertified teaches dropped from 


the staff of Dwycr School two weeks ago 
were hired as substitute teachers for the 
Dwyer junior high school program Satur- 
day by the Northwest Education Cooper- 
ative governing board. 


The NEC board, with two dissenting 


votes, voted to rehire Michael Blskupski 
and Bryan Smith as substitutes for the 
program for emotionally disturbed chil- 
dren until fully qualified teachers can be 
hired for tho program. Board Prcs. Ed- 
ith Frcund of Mount Prospect Dlst. 57 
and Carl Poch of Prospect Heights Dlst. 
23 voted against the move. 


NEC officials said that hiring Bls- 


kupski and Smith temporarily will in- 
crease the number of teachers available 
for the junior high program to four. 
Plans call for six full-time teachers for 
tho 39 students In the junior high school 
program. 


SPECIAL EDUCATION director John 


Wlghtman, who is acting director of the 
Dwyer program, said the junior high pro- 
gram did not start as scheduled last 
week because of the shortage of qualified 
teachers. Ho said eight students who 
were to move from the Dwyer elementa- 
ry program to the junior high program 
stayed with teachers in the Dwyer ele- 
mentary program last week. 


This week, Wlghtman said, those eight 


students and 20 students continuing in 
the program from last year will begin 
working with the four available tea- 
chers at the program's location at Hoff- 
man Estates High School. Eleven other 
students will start In about a month, 
hopefully with six fully qualified teach- 
ers, Wightman said. 


Wlghtman said he now has two quali- 


fied applicants for the junior high school 
jobs, but does not know when they will 
be able to start because they must give 
notice to their present employer. 


Blskupski and Smith had been dropped 


from the program because they did not 
have the state certification needed as 
special education. teachers. Biskupskl 
was employed for two years as a teacher 
in the program and Smith taught there 
for one year. 


Their alleged lack of qualifications was 


one of the charges made against the pro- 
gram this summer by County School 
Supt. Richard Martwick and a group of 
teachers 
from the Dwyer program. 


Martwick also charged that children 
were beaten by large wooden paddles 
and that tho program's director John 
Whlpple was unqualified. Whipple was 
reassigned by the NEC board in July.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A prayerful 


President Ford Sunday granted Richard 
M. Nixon unconditional pardon for any 
offenses In order to "firmly shut and seal 
this book" for the nation and for Nixon 
himself. Stunned Congressmen expressed 
both praise and outrage, and Nixon said 
ho was grateful. 


The White House said Ford sweated 


out his decision alone over the past week 
without consulting Nixon, but the former 
President Issued a statement within min- 
utes, sorrowing over the "mistakes" ho 
had made but conceding no criminal 
wrongdoing.

TerHorst quits 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Ford's Press Secretary J. F. terHorst 
has resigned on grounds of "conscience" 
In connection with the pardon granted 
former President Nixon, a White House 
spokesman said Sunday night. 


A terHorst assistant, Tom DcCalr an- 


nounced the resignation hours after 
Ford's surprising announcement In the 
morning that he was Issuing a full par- 
don for any crimes Nixon may hove 
committed while In office. 


said they were besieged by "angry calls, 
heavy and constant" soon after the Pres- 
ident made his announcement. 


Ford put forth his historic—and Imme- 


diately controversial — decision by sum- 
moning newsmen to his Oval Office on 
Sunday morning and reading to them In 
solemn and somber tones from a long 
prepared statement. 


"I do believe the buck stops here," 


Ford said, and concluded with an official 
proclamation that granted Nixon a "full, 
free and absolute pardon" for any of- 
fenses he may have committed against 
the United States" from January 20, 
1069, through August 9,1974." 


In San Clcmcntc, Calif., where Nixon 


has lived in seclusion and pondered what 
the future might hold since he left office 
Aug. 9, the former President immediate- 
ly Issued his response. 


"One thing I can see clearly now Is 


that I was wrong In not acting more de- 
cisively and more forthrlghtly In dealing 
with Watergate, particularly when It 
reached the stage of judicial proceedings 
and grew from a political scandal into a 
national tragedy," he sold In part. 


"No words can describe the depths of 


my regret and pain at the anqulsh my 
mistakes over Watergate have caused 
the nation and the presidency . .."

Why do so many merchant ships fly the Ubcrinn flag? The 


answer Is simple. Money. A debate In the senate last week 
showed It costs an American shipper considerably less to 
operate under the Liberian flag than to use a vessel regis- 
tered In the United States. And In the cost difference lies one 
reason for vehement opposition to a Senate bill that would 
channel more oil tanker trade to U.S.-flag vessels.

John Moss, D-Callf., who called it "an 
outrageous act," and one of the Presi- 
dent's closest Congressional associates, 
who declined to be identified for publica- 
tion, said "Ford knows full well that by 
doing this he's blown up his honeymoon 
with Congress." 


There were no strings attached to 


Ford's pardon and White House spokes- 
man Philip Buchen said Ford had also 
decided, upon the recommendation of At- 
torney General William B. Saxbe, that 
Nixon's White House tapes and docu- 
ments will remain his personal property 
and will be destroyed upon Nixon's death 
or on Sept. 1, 1984, whichever comes 
sooner. 


Buchen said Nixon had agreed, how- 


ever, to leave the materials in a federal 
depository in California for three years 
where they may be subpoenaed for legal 
proccesses. 


Call pardon 
frightening., 
surprising

Former congressman Abner Mikva, 


who is running against Young, said the 
presidential pardon, granted before any 
charges had been filed against Nixon, set 
a "frightening precedent." 


Mrs. Betty Spence of Buffalo Grove, 


Crane's Democratic opponent said, "The 
judicial system has been aborted." 


Mrs. Spence added, "We have no idea 


to what degree Nixon was involved in 
criminal acts. Now we will never know." 


Mikva said he was "absolutely dis- 


mayed" that Ford, "a lawyer, a man 
who has been involved in our system of 
government for over 25 years," could 
"arbitrarily override the judicial sys- 
tem."

ATHENS (UPI) — A Trans World Air- 


lines jetliner trying for an emergency 
landing on the Greek island of Corfu with 
an engine in flames crashed into the Io- 
nian Sea Sunday. 


In Beirut, an underground group call- 


ing itself the Arab Nationalist Youth Or- 
ganization for the Liberation of Palestine 
claimed responsibility for the crash. The 
group said one of its agents set off a 
bomb aboard the jet. 


The plane, Flight 841 from Tel Aviv to 


New York, carried 88 persons — 79 pas- 
sengers and a crew of nine. It had 
stopped in Athens and was scheduled to 
make another intermediate stop in 
Rome. 


More than 10 hours after the crash 


both the airline and Greek authorities 
were unable to determine if there were 
any survivors. They said no bodies had 
been recovered.

Carmen fades rapidly; 
less damage than feared 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - Hurricane 


Carmen, which slammed into the marshy 
Gulf Coast with 155 mile per hour winds 
and rain, was officially reduced to tropi- 
cal storm status Sunday as it weakened 
rapidly and began to break up In its slow 
journey through Southwest Louisiana. 


No deaths or serious injuries were re- 


ported from the storm that died quickly 
after hitting the Louisiana coast Satur- 
day night. The greatest damage was to 
the sugar cane crop of which, officials 
said, as much as 20 per cent or $50 mil- 
lion might be lost. 


The sparsely Inhabited marshy low- 


lands took the brunt of the storm in Loui- 
siana. Carmen had killed four persons in 
its trek from the Gulf and Caribbean be- 
fore becoming the first hurricane to 
touch the United States this year. 


Gov. Edwin Edwards toured the dam- 


aged area abandoned by 100,000 persons 
who fled the storm, and another 60,000 
who found shelter in Red Cross centers 
in Louisiana, Mississippi and Alabama. 


Meantime, another tropical depression 


was reported Sunday in the Atlantic 
about 525 miles east of Nassau, the Ba- 
hamas, with winds up to 40 miles an 
hour. 


Japan and Britain also were hit with 


violent weather. Typhoon Shirley roared 
into southern Japan Sunday night with 
winds of 80 miles an hour, knocking 
down trees and tying up traffic, but there 
were no deaths reported. Britain was 
bracing for more rain and wind after a 
day-long storm Saturday with winds up 
to 100 miles an hour that flattened trees 
and crops, fouled shipping In the English 
Channel and left at least seven persons 
dead. 


Economy a political trap? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Senate Demo- 


crats have set an election year trap 
baited with the inflation issue for Presi- 
dent Ford and the Republicans. 


By vowing to stay in session the rest of 


the year to handle any Ford economic 
proposals, the Senate Democrats have 
set up Ford and his party for a campaign 
assault no matter how he decides to 
handle the nation's economic ills. 


If Ford does not take the Democrats 


up on their offer to produce fast econom- 
ic recovery programs, he can be criti- 
cized during the October election cam- 
paigns. If he does offer long-range pro- 
grams, the proposals themselves can be- 


come a springboard for the political as- 
sault. 


But Ford has already indicated that 


dramatic moves are unlikely. 


Congress also seems set to defeat 


Ford's first substantive anti-inflation 
request, a three-month delay in a 5.5 per 
cent pay raise for federal employes. 


Ford has also said he would send Con- 


gress a multi-billion dollar list of ex- 
penditures that he wants delayed or re- 
scinded. But under the new Budget and 
Impoundment Control Act, Congress can 
block any Ford move in this direction 
and it is likely the list will contain many 
expenditures sacred to some legislators.

HAROLD CONRAD, chief publicist for 


tho promoter, Top Rank, Inc., said the 
daredevil "suffered slight cuts." 


The chutes were controlled by a "dead- 


man stick" which was capable of trigger- 
Ing the chute with the release of pres- 
sure. Knievel said he activated the 
chutes. 


Ho said the designer "told me many 


times that, If I could ever see any oppo- 
site wall of the canyon instead of sky 
that would mean it was rolling and I 
should pull the chuto and, thank God he 
taught me that. He saved my life." 


He added that tho rocket was rolling. 
BUT JOHN BRANKER, executive pro- 


ducer of the closed-circuit television op- 
eration, said, "The strain of the G's 
force of gravity under direct acceleration 
loosed his grip on the bar." 


Branker also said he was with Knle- 


vel's blonde wife, Linda, and their three 
children at launch time. "She thought he 
was dead," he said. "We all thought he 
was dead." 


He said there was minor bleeding from 


the stuntaan's nose and eyes. 


Knievel made his pre-launch arrival at 


the launch site in a helicopter. He 
alighted with his wife and children and 
walked hand-to-hand with his wife to the 
star-spangled "Skycycle X2," with their 
sons and daughter following. 


Steam was spewing from the tail of the 


mini-rocket as crewmen scurried about 
making the final preparations for the 
blast-off. 


SOME 30,000 spectators were massed 


on the south side of the 4,000-foot wide 
gorge in the desolate area, having paid 
$25 a ticket to watch the flight. 


At 2:17 p.m. Knievel was placed In a 


chair dangling from a crane so he could 
be lifted into the cramped seat. 


"I've never been afraid In my life of 


dying under any circumstances," he said 
in a pre-jump Interview. "Rather than be 
the victim of a senseless tragedy, I'd 
rather be busted into the wind like a me- 
teorite." 


The cyclist's cousin, the Rev. Gary Sul- 


livan of Carroll College in Helena, Mont., 
gave the benediction as the wind stirred 
up the barren land's dust. 


"We all pray that he'll have a success- 


ful landing, whether that may be on 
earth or in heaven," Sullivan said.

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Park district ivrapup 
Policy prohibits 
part-time nepotism 


The Wheeling Park District has established a new policy 


that will prohibit the hiring of relatives for part-time or sea- 
sonal work. 


The district already has a rule against hiring relatives of 


the commissioners, but recently decided to extend this policy 
to all personnel. Board members said the hiring of relatives 
for part-time or seasonal help has never been a problem, but 
said the new policy would prevent any possibility of such 
conflicts. 


For example, the policy would have affected only 16 per- 


sons working In a part-time or seasonal job this summer. 
Most were either brothers and sisters or husbands and wives 
who earned minimal salaries as pool attendants or super- 
visors of programs. 


"In an effort to develop community awareness of park ac- 


tivities with as many families as possible that live within our 
boundaries, the Wheellag Park District will from this time 
forth hire only one member of a household," the policy states. 
"Household will be defined as father, mother, son, daughter 
or other person living within that one household." 


Park Supt. David Phillips sold a survey of 20 other area 


park districts showed that all allow the hiring of relatives for 
part-time or seasonal work. "Nobody else has set the policy 
that no relatives at all will be hired," he said, noting that 
Wheeling Is apparently ahead of other park districts on this 
matter. 
Pool roof to be repaired 


Park board members have ordered the emergency repair of 


the roof at the Indoor Neptune's Pool to prevent possible 
damage to the new accoustlcal tile being Installed on the 
pool's celling. 


Park Supt. David Phillips said a leak In the four-year-old 


pool roof Is more serious than expected and will require the 
replacement of the roof and some patching work. The park 
board waived competitive bidding and awarded the contract 
to Quality Roofing for $5,450. 


The district is spending $6,500 to Install accoustlcal tile in 


the pool, and commissioners said they did not wont this work 
damaged by the leak. 
New equipment purchase 


The purchase of several new pieces of mechanical equip- 


ment was approved by the park board, Including shelving, an 
air compressor and a steam cleaner. 


Board members delayed action on the purchase of a 500- 


gpllon gasoline tank, however, saying they wanted more than 
one bid on the item. Board members said if the gas tank is 
purchased, the district will have to keep a tight control on 
its usage to prevent employes and other people from using 
park gasoline. 


In addition, the board voted to prohibit park employes from 


using the district's new maintenance garage for any repair 
work on their personal vehicles. They said that only in emer- 
gency cases could the garage equipment be used for repairs 
on anything except park vehicles. 


It's really 
a honey of 
a problem 


The Richard Jordan family uncovered 


a sticky situation - bees in the walls

Winnie the Pooh would love the Richard Jordans. 
The Des Plalnes family, 143 Stratford Dr., recently uncov- 


ered a wall filled with honey while remodeling their home. 
The honeycomb — complete with bees — measured approxi- 
mately six feet tall, three feet wide and one foot deep, Jordan 
said. 


Although the family has lived in the house since 1970, Jor- 


dan said the bees caused no problems until a painter tried to 
paint the eaves of the roof. 


"We noticed the bees before but nothing serious ever hap- 


pened," he said. "There's never been any bees in the house 
and no one's ever been stung." 


JORDAN DESCRIBES his encounter with the bees in bat- 


tlefield terminology. He began by drilling a small hole in the 
wall and pouring poison in. 
.. "I put my ear to the wall and it sounded like World War 
III," he said. "The honeycomb was so thick, though, the 
poison didn't have any effect." 


The Oakton Community College dean ran through a series 


of grocery store pesticides before calling in the reserves — an 
Oakton biology professor and a University of Illinois entomo- 
logylst, Stanley Rachesky. Their solution: destroy the honey- 
como, 


Jordan brought in a carpenter to tear out the wall panels 


while his fellow professor stood nearby with "a powerful 
rerusol bomb." 


"Everytime a bee came out, she zapped him in mid-air," 


Jordan said. 


RACHESKY CONTRIBUTED a more potent pesticide and 


Jordan launched a second attack against the bees. 


"It was like a circus — the bees just kept making noise," 


he said. "Nobody got stung — it was absolutely'amazing." 


When the wall board was torn out, Jordan said bees were 


"still there even though we must have killed a zillion." 


"We stuck a chisel in the wall and honey ran down onto the 


floor. The really terrible thing is we destroyed all that honey 
with the pesticides," he said. 


JORDAN SAID THE run-in with the bee colony unnerved 


him, especially since he saw the movie "The Hellstrom Chro- 
nicle" about insects taking over the world. 


"The night before we mounted the final assault we could 


hear the bees buzzing behind the cardboard." he said. "It 
was just like Hitchcock movie — my wife kept checking the 
bedroom door to be sure it was closed." 


"These bees are programmed to build perfect hexagons 


without shutting each other off. They've got to be as smart as 
all get out," he added. 


Jordan received numerous suggestions from fnends and 


family for getting rid of the unwanted bees. One college stu- 
dent suggested renting a bear. 


"She said we should turn the bear lose in the house *and he 


could take care of the bees and the honey," he said. 


CLEANUP IS THE major problem of the Jordans now that 


the bees are dead. The honeycomb and beeswax were carried 
out in shovelfuls, Jordan said, noting that his wife used to buy 
beeswax for her weaving projects. 


"I noticed that she hasn't asked me to save her any," he 


added. 


Removing honey from the hallway carpeting and woodwork 


was "messy," Jordan said, noting that "you can't use a wire 
brush — you almost have to use a spoon." 


Despite the ripped-out walls and inconvenience, Jordan 


views the Battle of the Bees in good humor. 


"There's something inherently funny about the situation," 


he said. "People just kept coming up with all sorts of out 
landish jokes."

Bakalis names Arlington woman to sex-bias unit 


Judy Brady-Keller of Arlington Heights 


Is port of a 24-member task force ap- 
pointed by State Schools Supt. Michael 
Bakalis to study sex discrimination In Il- 
linois schools and recommend steps for 
eliminating It. 


Mrs. Keller, 1210 E. Burr Oak Dr., also 


heads the Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dlst. 
21 Citizens Task Force on Education, a 
parent group concerned about sex dis- 
crimination In local schools. 


The state-appointed task force has two 


immediate duties. 


FIRST, THE COMMITTEE will study 


guidelines for Implementing Title IX of 
the Education Amendments of 1972, 
which prohibits sex discrimination In 
schools. Based on Its findings, the task 
force will provide Input for Bakalis to 
use In making his recommendations on 
putting the guidelines into effect to the 
Dept. of Health, Education and Welfare. 


Secondly, the task force will make rec- 


ommendations for textbook guidelines 
being prepared by Bakalis' office. 


Mrs. Keller Is one of three persons 


named to the task force to represent par- 
ents and concerned citizens. Others on 
the committee include State Sen. Esther 
Sapersteln, D-Chicago; State Rep. Susan 
Catania, R-Chicago, and State Rep. Don- 
ald Deuster, R-Mundeleln. Illinos teach- 
ers, administrators and students also are 
represented on the task force. 


Locally, Mrs. Keller and other mem- 


bers of the Dlst. 21 Citizens Task Force 
on Education last year conducted a sur- 
vey of educational materials used in the 
district, which also serves portions of Ar- 
lington Heights and Mount Prospect. 


FOLLOWING THE SURVEY, the task 


force appealed to the school board to 
make every effort to get rid of materials 
they found to be sexually-biased. 


In response, the school board adopted 


a policy to eliminate not only materials 
containing sexual bias, but all other 
forms of discrimination as well. 


Mrs. Keller said Friday she plans to 


continue work on the local task force be- 
sides the state committee. The group will 
be Involved in teacher in-service work- 
shops during the year and will serve on 
textbook selection committees.

board monthly was rejected in a 2-to-2 
vote. Comr. Lorraine Lark said the meet- 
ings would be useless. "There's no point 
in a monthly meeting unless we have 
something to review," she said. 


Ross, however, created a three-man 


"pincer" group to stay in contact with 
both Passolt and Trustee William Hein 
about the basin improvements. 


Noting village inaction on the improve- 


ments, the park board said that pressure 
on the sanitary district might be more 
fruitful. 


ROGER BJORVIK, attorney for the 


park district, already has informed the 
commissioners that the district has 
grounds to sue the village and the MSD 
over problems connected with the basin. 


He said the easement 
agreement 


signed in October 1969 states that the vil- 
lage "will construct, operate, maintain 
and enlarge the basin." In addition, the 
attorney said the agreement assures 
"safe and sanitary" conditions that will 
not interfere with the park district's use 
of the property for recreation. 


Mrs. Lark said she was reluctant to 


resort to court action since the taxpayers 
would be forced to finance the court 
costs of all three parties involved. Board 
members, however, said they have not 
abandoned the idea of a suit if all other 
avenues are closed. 


Passolt said Friday he did not under- 


stand why the park board members were 
dissatisfied with his letter. He said that 
he could not provide them with dates be- 
cause he does not yet know what plans 
will be approved for the project. The 
manager said money for the improve- 
ments is not available but said he hopes 
the project will be finalized shortly. 


Consulting firm 
interview slated 


The Wheeling Village Board tonight 


will interview the consulting firm of Cal- 
laghan and Co., one of three companies 
being considered for a comprehensive re- 
view of village operations. 


The review was proposed by Trustee 


Don Jackson as a result of the recent 
scandal when six former and present 
Wheeling and Cook County officials were 
indicted by a federal grand jury for 
shakedowns of Wheeling developers. 
Four of the six have pleaded guilty and 
three have been sentenced to prison 
terms. 


The board also Is scheduled to consider 


an ordinance extending zoning for the 
North Suburban Library System's new 
headquarters on Dundee Road east of 
the post office. Zoning on the property 
had cnpired since construction did not 
begin within two years after passage of 
the zoning ordinance. 


Appointments to the village commis- 


sions also are on the agenda. 


The meeting will begin at 8 p.m. at the 


village hall, 255 W. Dundee Rd. 
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Vacancy on park board 
to remain until April 1975 


The vacancy created by the resigna- 


tion of Wheeling Park Comr. Gene Sack- 
ed will remain unfilled until the next 
park election In April 1875. 


Park board members voted not to ap- 


point a new commissioner Thursday af- 
ter noting that only one resident has ap- 
pled for the post. Stan Mattson, 489 Bcr- 
nice Ct., Is the only resident to express 
Interest in the vacant board scat. 


Park Board Pres. Robert Ross said 


anyone appointed to the board would 
have to run for election In seven months. 
Ho said that since It would take some 
time for the park board to find appli- 
cants and conduct Interviews, the new 
commissioner would serve only for four 
or five monthi before the election. 


"It will be practically the first of No- 


vember before we select him and that 
would leave four months," Ross said. "I 
personally would rather leave it open for 
seven months." 


COMR. LORRAINE LARK laid that by 


appointing a new commissioner the park 
board would only be giving that person 
an advantage in the upcoming election. 


"What it would do Is give someone an 


edge in the next election," she said. "As 
on apolitical entity, I don't think we are 
hero to Improve someone else's position. 


In addition, Ross said he did not think 


the board had any urgent business that 
would require a full five-member board. 
Noting that the board has already nude 
most of the decisions on Us 1972 referen- 
dum projects, Ross said, "All we have to 
do now Is the clean up work." 


Comr. Hugh Wilson said he believed 


that the seat should remain vacant be- 
cause only one application had been re- 
ceived for the position. Other board 
members said that many residents may 
bo interested In serving on the park 
board but not want to be appointed for 
such a short term. They encouraged 
people interested in the seat to attend 
future meetings. 


COMR. FRANK Schnaltmann said that 


the board might find it valuable to pro- 
vide a new commissioner with the few 
months experience. He said that when he 
was appointed last year it took him a 
long time to get acquainted with park 
district problems and operations. 


Schnaltmann, however, agreed that the 


seat should remain vacant because of the 
poor community response. 


The seat was vacated Aug. 30 when 


Sackett resigned to take a job in Padu- 
cah, Ky., with an office-supply firm. He 


was elected to a six-year term In 1969, 
which would have expire*1 In April. 


Mrs. Lark also asked that the attorney 


Investigate the legality of 18-year-olds 
running for the park board seat in the 
upcoming election. She said that election 
of 18-year-olds might provide representa- 
tion to a larger segment of the Wheeling 
community.

Mini-centers will help suburbs 


Cook County residents will be 


better served as a result of the 
County Board's decision last week 
to approve a minl-clvic-ccntcr in 
Maywood. The decision means that 
basic services will now be avail- 
able in the suburbs, eliminating a 
trip downtown for mnny persons 
who needs county services. 


Last Monday the board voted to 


borrow money for construction of a 
ten-room courtroom-civic center in 
west suburban Maywood and a 
smaller but similar center in south 
suburban Markham. 


The approval — which The Her- 


ald hopes will be followed in the 
future with plans to construct a 
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similar center in or near the North- 
west suburbs — follows years of 
talk about the concept. 


Since the creation of Cook Coun- 


ty, county services always have 
centered in Chicago's Loop, for the 
county's population has been cen- 
tered in Chicago. However, the 
population is shifting to the sub- 
urbs, for in 1970 a total of 40 per 
cent of the county's population 
lived outside of Chicago — but 
were forced to travel to Chicago to 
obtain help or information from 
county government. 


In past years, some coun- 


ty officials have sent mobile vans 
to the suburbs,to aid suburbanites. 
There's also been the encouraging 
trend for some offices to branch 
into the suburbs to supply services. 


However, the board's decision 


last Tuesday reflects a firm com- 
mitment to make available many 
more services. Of special concern 
is the need for expanded suburban 


court facilities, and the board's de- 
cision is a step in that direction. 


The Republicans charge that this 


means a duplication of township 
government functions is an irrele- 
vant charge, for county govern- 
ment at the very least provides 
services which township govern- 
ment cannot provide. 


It's a political decision in an 


election year, but it is a sound deci- 
sion. County government may not 
always be controlled by Demo- 
crats, but we'll always r.eed de- 
centralized services which charac- 
terize effective and efficient gov- 
ernment. 


For the sake of the Northwest 


suburbs, the plan should be ex- 
panded as soon as possible to pro- 
vide a mini-center for us. In that 
way, county government's services 
will be more quickly available to 
all of us — and that is the way 
responsible government should 
function. 


'Painful, embarrassing9 experience 


'Vietnam is a forgotten war*

WASHINGTON (UP1) - Vietnam 


is becoming more remote in Penta- 
gon thinking than the American Rev- 
olution. 


It Is a popular belief that the mili- 


tary always prepares to fight the last 
war. The U.S. military, however, 
wants to forget tho last war. It Is 
preparing tho rcfight the last popular 
war — and that was in Europe. 


Tho military has put Vietnam 


aside and embraced America's long 
standing NATO commitment with the 
same dedication and fervor it em- 
ployed in the 1950s. 


The war terms of tho Kennedy era 


— c o u n t o r-iiuurgcncy, 
uncon- 


ventional war, tho green berets — 
have left tho Pentagon In tho "burn 
bags" filled with tho classified docu- 
ments. 


Tho turnabout started even before 


the war ended. Throughout tho long 
years of "Vlctnamlzatlon" then De- 
fense Secretary Mclvln R. Laird was 
slowly trying to consign the war to 
the dustbin of history. 


If asked a question about Vietnam, 


Laird was likely to brush It aside and 
counter with a talk on Europe. He 


would ask his audience to look'at the 
really Important area, the only part 
of the world where Soviet military 


might face the U.S. armed forces 
directly. 


Vietnam Is now just a little coun- 


try, a long way away. It was a pain- 
ful and embarrassing experience for 


the American military as well as for 
the American people. All would like 
to forget it. 


Jerry W. Friedheira, the principal 


spokesman for the Defense Depart- 
ment, was asked recently if Air 
America, a CIA-financed airline, was 
flying supplies to Vietnamese units in 
combat areas. 


"I don't have any idea," Fried- 


helm said. "We're a little bit out of 
touch with Vietnam at this stage of 
history since we don't have anybody 
there other than those that work In 
the embassy." 


That, of course, was considerable 


hyperbole since the services are still 
supplying Saigon with equipment and 
ammunition at the rate of $1 billion a 
year. But it did sum up the Penta- 
gon's attitude. 


D e f e n s e Secretary James R. 


Schlesinger has continued Laird's 
European orientation and added a 
dash of nuclear weaponry. He ex- 
pounds readily on missile accuracy 
and warheads, on nuclear strategy 
and concepts, on arms limitation phi- 
losophy and prospects. But Vietnam 
is a subject he generally touches only 
when he must defend the budget for 
aid to Saigon. 


The European emphasis is by no 


means purely a cosmetic design to 
avert eyes from unpleasant and mes- 
sy things. In the minds of most de- 
fense planners, Europe is the princi- 
pal commitment. That is the area 
where U.S. Interests are exposed far 
more than In Southeast Asian jung- 
les. 


Also, In order to fight in Vietnam, 


the U.S. forces in Europe had been 
degraded. Their equipment was tak- 
en from them; they were used as a 
dumping ground for men awaiting 
or completing tours in the war zone. 
Morale fell, readiness plummeted. 
There was a real need to focus atten- 
tion and effort on rebuilding the 
forces there. 


The Vietnam maps that once 


graced the walls of Pentagon offices 
in profusion — provincial boundary 
maps, population density maps, DMZ 
area maps, navigational maps — 
have been thinned considerably. 


The one persistent reminder of the 


war Is a little yellow ribbon with 
three red stripes — the Vietnam 
campaign decoration — that is worn 
on the chests of most servicemen. 
But even that is generally buried 
among the host of other awards.

Trimming local salaries 
will aid inflation fight 


"If we're serious about taming In- 


flation in America, then the best way to 
begin would be to cut the salaries of top 
local government officials," The Herald 
editorialized on Aug. 19. 


It was an editorial which would draw 


huzzahs from local taxpayers and a loud 
chorus of Bronx cheers from enraged 
school superintendents and village man- 
agers. After all, we reasoned, there's 
nothing that so enrages public figures 
than to write about their salaries. The 
meekest of them turn into roaring lions 
when their private pocketbooks are ex- 
amined. 


We figured wrong. We drew no Fence- 


post letters from enthusiastic citizens 
(but it was a slow month for letters any- 
way). More important, no irked public 
officials called or wrote to us about the 
editorial. 


The lack of public response was not 


matched by the private Irritation vented 
by our leaders. The grapevine told us of 
the editorial being slammed down and 
shouted at by several public officials. 


But public officials know better than to 


stir up a public fuss. Rule Number One 
of bureaucratic survival is not to go pub- 
lic with your emotions or ideas, for your 
boss might be watching. Regardless oE 
how intense your anger — or how crea- 
tive your thinking — survival dictates 
avoidance of the public prints (most bu- 
reaucrats believe). 


Let's rattle the cages again, and repeat 


the Aug. 19 premise, that if we're ever 
gonna control inflation, we're gonna have 
to curb spending in Buffalo Grove, 
Schaumburg and Mount Prospect, as 
well as in Washington, D.C. 


There are two compelling reasons for 


the 10 per cent across-the-board cut right 
now: 


• President Ford has ordered the re- 


duction of government personnel in order 
to trim the federal budget to reduce in- 
flation. That logic should be tried in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


• School enrollment figures are drop- 


ping in many communities in our area. 
There's less and less justification in 
many school districts to keep too many 
overpaid administrators on salary. 


Our 
wild-eyed proposal, however, 


should not be regarded as an attack on 
the quality of all administrators. There 
are many men and women whose crea- 
tivity makes them excellent public ser- 
vants. It's criminal that these persons 
aren't making more money than they are 
making right now. 


But there are all too many drones 


around who shuffle papers for $25,000 a 
year. A 10 per cent pay cut could encour- 
age some of these men and women to get 
out of public service and into manual la- 
bor, where their creativity could be bet- 
ter used. 


It's argued that an across-the-board 


pay cut would drive the good people out 
of public service. Balderdash! Adminis- 
trators have too long held that cudgel 
over the head of timid village boards and 
school boards. An across-the-board cut 
wouldn't force most of the valuable pub- 
lic servants into private industry; belt- 
tightening has never pushed that many 
persons out of public service. 


Critics of the plan contend that teach- 


ers also should be held to the 10 per cent 
slash. Perhaps that's a splendid idea be- 
cause thre are all too many teachers 
making $20,000 per year who haven't had 
a fresh idea since the creation of the 
one room school house. 


But teachers as a group perform a 


much more valuable function than ad- 
ministrators. A radical might suggest 
doing away with all administrators, and 
let the teachers of our children survive

on their own. Public education might be 
simplified and improved as a result 


Finally, it's argued that life in the sub- 


urbs dictates a minimum income of 
$20,000 a year. Yes, $20,000 certainly 
helps, but many administrators making 
such an income have a wife or husband 
also bringing home a paycheck. It seems 
that anything over $20,000, — especially 
over $30,0000 — is more than enough to 
live in reasonable comfort here. 


The end goal of this across-the-board 


idea is economic sanity. If all of us cut 
back on what we spend, prices should 
stabilize. That would be one of the end 
results of this plan to bring some of our 
excessively-paid public servants back 
down to a reasonable level.

Bakalis no rubber stamp for state., schools

When State Schools Supt. Michael Bok- 


alb was elected In 1070, educators 
throughout the stato predicted a new era 
for Illinois schools. 


One education advocate In the Illinois 


General Assembly likened him to the 
Kennedys and remembers him as "A 
breath of fresh air" four years ago. 


Bakalis supporters still speak with 


pride when they recall how he dumped 
the political machine that had held the 
state's chief education office for years. 
Bakatis was a charismatic figure, an 
Idealist. 


BUT JUST AS political historians now 


are taking a critical look at President 
John F. Kennedy's accomplishments In 
office, educators In Illinois arc assessing 
the work of Bakalis. 


His term of office and the office Itself 


will soon end as the newly created State 
Board of Education chooses the first ap- 
pointed state school superintendent. The 
decision Is expected In October. Bakalis 
Is one of the contenders. 


Some sources close to the stato office 


of education have said Bakalls' chances 
of being appointed are slim simply be- 
cause the new state board wants to make 
a clean sweep. The board Is operating 
strictly apart from Bakalis' office to 
avoid any link to It In the publc's mind. 


But Bakalis has made changes In the 


state Office of Education that can be ex- 
pected to remain whether ho stays on or 
not. Mis predecessor, Ray Page, headed 
a staff of patronage workers whose main 
job was to process the paperwork In- 
volved In approving state aid and aca- 
demic programs for local schools. Bak- 
nils went several steps farther. Ho hired 
a new staff and began to ask local 
schools officials some pointed questions 
about the operation of local schools. 


BAKALIS SAID he "shook some people 


up." School officials have been accus- 
tomed to a "very nonnctlve, nonvlsual 
state education agency," he says. A com- 
mon reaction to many of his Ideas was 
" "That's not what the state Is supposed 
to do,' " Bakalis said. 


As a result the people who were affect- 


ed most — local school officials — have 
emerged as his vocal critics. 


The change that soured them most was 


"Action Goals for the 10s," a document 
designed to reshape education In local 
schools and bring new life to their some- 
times outdated Ideas. 


School people charge that Bakalis Im- 


posed on their local control of education 
by requiring them to follow new state 
goats. Bakalis' attempt to bring "ac- 
countability" to education by Involving 
the community In forming the goals has 
been regarded as nothing more than a 
political ploy. Besides, Bakalis is a poor 
administrator, his critics say, pointing to 
poor communication between local 
schools and the stato office as an ex- 
ample. Ills staff, they say, is young and 
Inexperienced. 


SOME OF THE most controversial 


goals Include a statewide collective bar- 
gaining act for schools and statewide 
programs in consumer education, health 
education and environmental education. 
Each school also was asked to make use 
of Indlvludallzcd instruction as a teach- 
ing method, begin a prcklndcrgartcn pro- 
gram, and was asked to replace educa- 
tional materials that arc sexually biased. 
School boards were required to solicit the

advice of the community, students and 
teachers In curriculum planning. 


Some people who are a step removed 


from the control of local schools have 
applauded the changes made by Bakalis. 
Teacher Dan O'Brien, past president of 
the education association In High School 
Dlst. 211, said many teachers feel Bak- 
alis "has upgraded their profession." He 
said Bakalis understands the feelings of 
school officials. "I think boards are hesi- 
tant to be forced to do anything. General- 
ly they wont to do good things but they 
don't want to lose the power they gained 
when elected." 


Whether the criticism of school board 


members and school administrators Is 
founded may be determined by taking a 
look at what Bakalis has tried to achieve 
and how scool officials view his accom- 
plishments. 


"Education has suffered from a lack of 


precision In its objectives," said Bakalis. 
Ho asks, "What makes a good school?" 
and answers, "Very few people have 
ever attempted to define it." 


ONE OF THE attempts to set- goals 


came through Bakalis' A-160 plan. Under 
this plan local schools were told to write 
goals for education and use information 
gathered from the community to set up 
these goals. Every public school In the 
state had to comply with the A-160 plan 
to qualify for state aid doled out through 
Bakalis' office. 


Bakalls said he thought of the A-160 


plan as the beginning of dialog in educa- 
tion between the schools and the commu- 
nity. But "some people thought It was an 
intrusion on their local prerogative" to 
run the schools as they saw fit. 


Richard Schlolt, Arlington Heights 


Dlst. 25 board member, welcomed Bak- 
alls' election In 1970. But, Schlott said, he 
became "skeptical" with the kinds of 
things Bakalls started off doing. "It look- 
ed awfully political." 


The- state "certainly should be trying 


to set standards for school districts" but 
shouldn't tell school people how to do 
their job, Schlott said. 


For example, Schlott said individ- 


ualized instruction has not been proved 
to be the best way to educate children, 
yet the state has accepted It as a goal.

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shouldn't be a requirement for state aid, 
Schlott said, because "You tend to set 
standards because It's what they want, 
not what you want. It does tend to devel- 
op a lot of language — verbiage — that 
really doesn't say anything. It impresses 
the state and nobody else." 


Two other goals that have been sore 


points with local educators require 
school boards to Involve students and 
teachers in school operations. Students In 
Dlst. 211 and teachers In Maine Township 
High School Dlst. 207 have made re- 
peated requests in the last few years to 
sit on the school board. All have been 
denied. 


The action goals were "a good idea 


badly executed," said Schlott. Bakalis 
"tried to go through people instead of 
working with people. He got off on the 
wrong foot." 


Bakalis evidently got off on the wrong 


foot with Supt. Richard Short of Dist. 
207. It's inaccurate to say that goal-set- 
ting is a "whole new concept," said 
Short. "Good school systems had been 
using this approach for years." Short be- 
lieves Dist. 207 has a good system and 


the mandate for goals from the state was 
more of an annoyance than an aid. 


Each school system decided for itself 


how seriously it would regard the state 
mandate. Goal-setting for some schools 
meant "pulling out those old goals from 
the shelf and dusting them off," says 
Short, while other schools spent thou- 
sands of dollars for research. 


BAKALIS SAID there 
was "tre- 


mendous opposition" to the A-160 plan 
and schools reacted in various ways. 
Some came out with "mediocre" plans, 
Bakalls said, and others made a serious 
attempt to poll community opinion of 
their schools and they came up with 
some "outstanding" plans. 


"School officials get so upset by tax- 


payers and parents being involved," 
said State Rep. Eugenia Chapman, 
D-Arllngton Heights. "I think they should 
be out there encouraging it." And as for 
state mandated goals, "Sometimes 
if 


people don't do what they ought to do, 
you ought to make them do what they 
ought to do," said Mrs. Chapman, a for- 
mer school board member. 


Robert Beckwith, manager of the edu- 


cation department of the Illinois State 
Chamber of Commerce, thinks Bakalis' 
attempts to evaluate schools are one of 
his major accomplishments in office. 


"We have seen a much greater aware- 


ness in the state office in encouraging 
the schools to look at themselves. I think 
that's desirable," Beckwith said. "We 
must, as a society, get a feeling of where 
our children are in education." 


But Beckwith also thinks the goals 


shouldn't be forced on local schools. 
They should decide for themselves which 
goals are good for the community, he 
said. "Education can't be everything to 
all people." 


SCHLOTT SEES the political Impact of 


the hearings, too. Bakalls is "skilled at 
developing public relations-related proj- 
ects. It angered me. I didn't see it in him 
when he was running for office. I didn't 
expect It." 


Change is difficult to accomplish any- 


where, to say nothing of a system as old, 
as complicated and as vast as a state 
school system. "Any bureaucratic organ- 
ization tends to perpetuate itself and re- 
sist change," says Mr. Chapman. "You 


know who your friends and enemies are. 
You know what's expected of you. You 
have a lot to lose from change and you 
wonder what you have to gain." 


What local school people think of Bak- 


alis may affect whether he is selected as 
the first appointed state school superin- 
tendent and whether the changes he has 
initiated will be continued by the state 
board or be tossed aside. 


WHATEVER THE decision, Bakalis 


probably won't be hurt 
politically. 


Sources In the Democratic party say his 
political future is bright. Bakalis scored 
a big victory in his election in 1970 and 
he has since been considered a golden 
asset to the party. 


"I could see him running and winning 


for Congress," said Mrs. Chapman, who 
thinks a race between Bakalls and Sen. 
Charles Percy In 1976 would be "Inter- 
esting." "I think Mike would make a 
beautiful congressman," she says. 


Bakalls has proven himself to be "a 


vote getter," says Mrs. Chapman, and 
even if his is not appointed state superin- 
tendent he would remain "an excellent 
candidate for public office."

or book burning," Mclas said. 


The signs, owned by All-Sign Corp.,

trict $3,226 annual rent for allowing tho 
signs to remain on the property.

Running backs Dnvo Matzl and Joe Dl- 


fatta, averaging five yards a carry while 


keeping the Falcon ground game In high 
gear most of the evening. 


Backs Dave Enncs and Mike Cupal, 


who also got into the scoring act. Versa- 
tile senior Nell Schmidt qualified as well, 
as the recipient of Petran's bomb. 


Greg Jacobs, a soccer style kicker who 


was letter perfect on four conversion at- 
tempts and added a tough-angle 22-yard 
field goal to the cause to boot. 


The list went on and on, through a stin- 


gy defense headed up by noseman Tom 
Dcfyn to the specialty teams keyed by 
players like Steve Coskey, who appeared 
to make the tackle on every View klckoff 
play. 


Even losing 'cat coach Jack Llljeberg 


granted tho opposition their due. "We 
mode an awful lot of mistakes tonight 
but it was to Forest View's credit that 
they were prepared to take advantage of 
them."

Harper opens on bright 
note with 21-0 victory

MILWAUKEE - G.iry Mueller, the 


starting quarterback for Harper College 
and emergency replacement at center 
during punls and field goal attempts, dis- 
played n facility for throwing passes both 
upright and on his head while loading the 
Hawks to a 21-0 opening game victory 
over Concordia College here Saturday. 


Pressed Into service the Thursday be- 


fore the game, after the disqualification 
of tho regular snapper, Mueller worked 
for two days with kicker Dave Patterson. 
His performance was all the more re- 
markablo for never, having done It be- 
fore. 


"We figured the center snap was just a 


forward pass thrown while standing on 
your head," explained Harper head 
coach John Ellaslk. "Some of the snaps 
weren't real sharp or havo a lot on them 
but they were all within easy catching 
range." 


They were nil goad enough to give Pat- 


terson time to repeatedly clear the ball 
out of trouble with punts that sometimes 
traveled as far as 75 yards. 


But If Mueller was only adequate pass- 


Ing backwards then when he got to throw 
forward he was spectacular. Teaming up 
with his reclvcrs. including Irvin Kim- 
brough and Frank Bavaro who each 
caught five passes, Mueller sliced up the 
Concordia defensive backs for 256 yards 


and two touchdowns. He completed 13 of 
the 17 passes he attempted. 


"Concordia played an eight 
man 


front," Ellaslk explained, "which forced 
us to pass. That put just three men in the 
secondary and they were left with man 
to man coverage." 


Klmbrough, for one, proved that man 


to man defense isn't the best of ideas 
against him. Tho first time Mueller 
throw to him Klmbrough got behind his 
coverage, grabbed the pass and gang- 
stored 80 yards for the Hawks first 
touchdown. 


"Klmbrough Is like a professional ath- 


lete," assistant coach John Strell said. 
"He'll take it easy up to the line of 
scrimmage, then explode. He stops hustl- 
ing when the play Is over." 


After catching the ball Klmbrough of- 


ten looks to sco how the defenders are 
reacting, sometimes letting them hit him 
to remove them from the play. Rolling 
with the punches ho will then shake free 
and turn on the speed that gained him 
junior college All-American recognition 
last season. 


The eight man front line which Con- 


cordia played, while giving up quite a bit 
of yardage In passing, effectively sty- 
mied the Hawk ground game. 


"That's where we'll have to work hard- 


est this week," Eliasik said. "Our offen- 
sive llm is paper thin and the running 


game wasn't tuned well. We could use a 
half dozen linemen. 


"I think a lot of our problems with the 


running game would be solved if we 
could get In more contact work during 
practice," Ellaslk continued. "We're so 
thin we can't take the chance of having 
somebody Injured." 


Marty Williams and Mike Dean carried 


19 times between them and combined for 
all but 10 of the Hawks' 92 rushing yards. 
Williams, though, often jumped the 
gun in the backfield and drew numerous 
illegal procedure penalties. 


The second Hawk touchdown came In 


the third quarter on a 16 yard pass from 
Mueller to Bavaro. Alternating at tight 
end with Mike Mutl, both carrying plays 
to Mueller, Bavaro was a steady, reliable 
receiver. 


"Bavaro was catching the ball well," 


Eliasik said. "He's a good athlete." 


Strell added, "He will be a good pros- 


pect for somebody. Bavaro likes to hit 
and could make a good linebacker. He 
just keeps going." 


The Harper defense provided the final 


touchdown through a 75 yard return on 
an Interception by Mike Amundsen. Ex- 
cept for that one brief flare the defense 
was better noted for its consistency. Ex-

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What to do to combat 'cluster,' migraine headaches 


Would you give me your view* on "hti- 


iamlne cephalgla," perhaps beUer known 
as "Norton's Syndrome?" Over a seven- 
year period I have been to countless doc- 
tors and received as many different type 
treatments. 


I am seized by this condition for six 


weeks at a time. The headaches usually 
last for IS to 20 minutes and are very 
excruciating. Sleep precipitates them 
about half the time. The pain Is always 
on the right side of my head from behind 
my eye to the back of my neck. The con- 
dition will not tolerate alcohol In any 
form. Every doctor I have visited had no 
Idea of the cause or the treatment for 
this problem. 


Three years ago I did see an allergist 


who was familiar with the ailment. He 
gave me hlstamlne Injections, and the 
treatment made It possible to have a 
two-year vacation from these headaches. 
Now I am In one of the six-week seizure 
periods. Do you have any explanation for 
this condition and are you aware of any 
other treatment or cure? 


Thcso headaches are pretty much as 


you have described them. Often they af- 
fect tho nose and cause a lot of watering 
from tho nose and eye. They con affect 
cither the right or left aide of the head at

different times in the same patient. Alco- 
hol is known to make the condition worse 
during episodes of these attacks. In be- 
tween the clusters of attacks it has no 
affect. 


Note the term "cluster." These are of- 


ten called cluster headaches because the 
attacks come in clusters for a few weeks 
and then may not recur for months or 
even years. This characteristic of them 
mokes it very difficult for the doctor or 
the patient to evaluate various treat- 
ments. You could have a sudden, spon- 
taneous, free period. It's just possible 
that this was the reason for your two- 
year vacation from headaches rather 
than the hlstamlne injections. No one 
knows under these circumstances. 


THESE HEADACHES are considered 
by most authorities today as a variation 
of "migraine headaches." And the treat- 
ment is essentially the same as that used 
for migraines. This sometimes leaves 
something to be desired. The approach to 
these headaches has changed as they 
nave become better understood. As you 
know, they have been described only a 
few years ago, and an experience factor 
has been necessary for better under- 
standing. 


A number of medicines are now used 


to treat and to prevent these problems. 
The idea of histamlne injections has fall- 
en by the wayside. Only a few think they 
really help and most neurologists think 
there are better medicines now. One of 


these to prevent attacks is Inderal (pro- 
pranolol). 


Just as in typical migraine headaches, 


the person's life style and situations need 
to be explored. People with migraine 
headaches tend to be over-achievers and 
literally drive themselves emotionally 
and intellectually to the point that the 
headache occurs. Sometimes learning to 
understand one's own emotional dynam- 
ics and being able to do something about 
them helps a great deal in people with 
migraine and also cluster headaches.

City folk take to the north woods life 


HAVING LIVED in or around 
Chi- 


cago all her lifo, Mary enjoys her 
new "backwoods" lifestyle. Here she 
stops to chock a variety of fern she 


hadn't noticed before. She is always 
searching for now plants, particularly 
edible ones.

Even when she lived here, Mary B. 


Good never typified suburbia. On a 
cheery, spring day she'd tie on a sunbon- 
net and gather a picnic lunch together to 
nimbly stalk the peony fields of Charles 
Klehm's Nursery. She couldn't say which 
she enjoyed more ... the colorful acres 
of blooms or the penetrating sweet odors 
they produced. 


A firm believer In UFO's (unidentified 


flying objects), she frequently challenged 
fellow reporters at The Heralds to dis- 
pute her most recent sighting. 


To enjoy her dally Intake of water, 


she'd sip it from a champagne glass she 
kept on hci desk next to a bouquet of 
wild flowers she gathered fresh from 
alongside the commuter tracks and high- 
way. 


BUT MOSTLY SHE loved gardening. A 


firm believer in organic gardening, she 
was instrumental in the organization of 
the Prairie Farm and Garden Park of- 
fered through the Arlington Heights Park 
District. 


Active from the start with PEP (Pollu- 


tion Environmental Problem) in Pala- 
tine, she hatched more than her share of 
praying mantis to help control the mos- 
quito population ecologically. 


Her garbage she saved and recycled as 


she continually spoke before garden 
clubs and classes concerning the makeup 
of a good compost heap. 


But the Good family, including hus- 


band Ron and daughter Michelle, com- 
fortably nestled in suburbia, choosing to 
reside in a two-story home in Arlington 
Heights. 


On summer weekends it was usual to 


see the three pile into Ron's red Cougar 
and head for the north woods of Wiscon- 
sin, their favorite vacation spot. 


Three years ago when the trips be- 


came more frequent, the returning ride 
home increasingly depressing, the Goods 
sold their house and relocated per- 
manently on a small, secluded lake sur- 
rounded by forestland in St. Germain. 
Appropriately It is named Lake Content. 


NOW WHEN RON comes home from 


work, he fishes off his own pier until din- 
ner is ready. Recently made president of 
the small manufacturing firm of which 
he is also part owner, he is little both- 
ered anymore by a stomach ulcer that 
once severely dictated his diet. 


His good health he accredits to being 


"north of the tension zone." 


Mary picks hazel nuts and gathers wild 


blueberries almost dally while in season. 
She sometimes serves milkweed buds as 
a side dish and snacks on the stems of 
young cattails. Distinguished as the 
"Euell Gibbons of the North Woods," she 
knows which mushrooms to pick and 


saute and which ones are poisonous. 


Twelve-year-old Mime has a small 


plastic boat of her own and she quietly 
amuses herself on days when getting to- 
gether with friends is an impossibility. 


ENVIOUS? LOTS OF people are. But 


the move for the Goods did not come 
without its problems and adjustments. 
Following the first sub-sub-zero winter, 
Mary was ready to pack up and return to 
the suburbs. They stuck it out a bit long- 
er however. And now they're glad they 
did. 


The Goods discussed the move up 


north long before they made an affirma- 
tive decision. Work was the biggest prob- 
lem. Jobs are scarce. 


Then one weekend Mary noticed an ad

for a reporting position on a small week- 
ly newspaper in the area. 


"When I saw one of us could get a job, 


we started making plans. I guess we 
were waiting for something like that to 
happen," remembers Mary. 


Ron, an accountant, sent out resumes 


within a 30-mile radius of Mary's new 
job. He accepted a position with Electro- 
Mel In Minocqua, though he was forced 
to take a 40 per cent cut In pay. 


THE GOODS SOLD their Scarsdale 


home and moved into a small compact 
ranch. Though they didn't have as much 
room, they were pleased with their 
choice. The woods and extra land made 
up for any lack of space. 


Last year to make the house more liv- 


able, they did add a family room and 
two-car garage. Ron finished the utility 
room and wood deck himself. 


"You learn how to do a lot of things 


yourself — either because you can't get 
someone out right away to do it or you 
can't afford to have it done," he said. 


Though Ron drives 19 miles to work 


every day, the round trip through wind- 
ing peaceful woodland is not even re- 
motely comparable to expressway tleups. 


"IT WAS VERY DIFFICULT at first 


accepting the difference in pay and then 
living within it," said Ron, who added 
that lower salaries force many husbands 
and wives to work particularly if they 
are trying to maintain a former urban 
lifestyle. And the employment rate in 
upper Wisconsin is higher than the na- 


tional average. In management particu- 
larly, there are few positions available. 


"Make sure you have a job lined up 


before you come up," recommends Ron 
to anyone considering the move. 


"People who think they can make it 


strictly on recreation won't last. You 
can't live oft 'he land," he continued, ex- 
plaining that while the cost of living is 
less, lower salaries more than eat up the 
difference. 


Food prices are comparable to those of 


the Chicago area and as the land is fur- 
ther developed for winter sports, skiing 
and snowmobillng in particular, the cost 
of housing is beginning to increase. At 
the same time, its availability is on the 
downswing. 


REAL SAVINGS ARE accrued in 


clothing and entertaining. High fashion is 
not recognized and there is little dining 
out. Many restaurants even close over 
the'winter months. 


"When someone applies from the Chi- 


cago or Milwaukee area to work for us, I 
always ask two questions — are you na- 
ture oriented? What are your wife's In- 
terests? When they move up here, they 
give up pollution and smog for a whole 
new bag of survival problems that might 
mean seriously cutting back In material 
comforts," said Ron. 


Public transportation is nonexistent. 


Children are isolated from their friends 
and must rely on their parents to chauf- 
feur them around, particularly over the 
summer months while school is recessed. 
It is one reason the Goods have retained 
two cars. 


"But I think it's a more creative envi- 


ronment for children and it tends to also 
keep them children longer," said Mary, 
who adds that they are a much closer 
knit family since making the move to 
Wisconsin. 


THE GOODS HAVE MET several idea- 


listic couples who returned to city living 
after being chased away and beaten by 
the harsh, desolate winters. 


They themselves almost didn't make it 


through that first year, a testing period 
that all newcomers must stick out, par- 
ticularly if both husband and wife, like 
the Goods, were born and reared in Chi- 
cago. They had known no other lifestyle. 


Mary worried about her career in jour- 


nalism. The weekly newspaper for which 
she first worked, was extremely unso- 
phisticated and lacking in professional 
standards. She finally quit To make up 
for her loss, she began free-lancing na- 
ture articles and she continues to write 
her weekly gardening column, "Potting 
Shed," for the Paddock Heralds. 


SHE BEGAN DESIGNING and making 


terrariums which she sells on con- 
signment through local gift shops. The 
plants she gathers from her own back 
woods. This spring she also completed a 
course in flower arranging in prepara- 
tion for a florist business which she even- 
tually hopes to open. 


She devotes much time to her vege- 


table garden though any monetary sav- 
ings from growing her own are paid out 
in food for the wild animals, cracked 
corn for the deer and racoon, sunflower

Not only had they al- 
most emptied the box but they had made 
tiny holes in the cardboard. 


I believe fresh products on pantry 


shelves kept in proper containers and a 
good bug spray arc the only answers to 
the spice bug and weevil problem. I use 
many household hints but leave the pest 
problem to professional know-how. — 
Carolyn Johns 


I agree with your central point, Caro- 


lyn. My line really wasn't as conclusive 
as you have it. What I wrote was, "Bay 
leaves are supposed to deter weevils, but 
I hardly think they would have much ef- 
fect on an Infestation." 


What you report is bound to distress 


the hundreds of readers who steadily rec- 
ommend bay leaves as a weevil deter- 
rent. Some are bound to ask whether you 
ore sure you had only weevils to contend 
with. Aside from this, however, I support 
your theory about proper containers.

He 
told the closed-circuit crowd to "live like 
God made you to" and not to take nar- 
cotics. 


While Evel made his last-minute prep- 


arations, film clips of his accidents were 
shown. In slow motion again and again 
he tumbled, clothes tearing and bones 
breaking. People gasped and whispered 
in the dark. 


Evel was hoisted into the X-2 rocket 


"cycle" with a crane and was strapped 
in. One of the teen-agers hunched further 
into his seat, and said slowly, "Go get 
'em,' Evel. Get down." 


The blast came and it was immediate-

Raupp site 
bids come in 
very high 


Bids for development of the Raupp Me- 


morial site in Lake County have been 
opened. The lowest bid is about twice as 
much as the Buffalo Grove Park District 
had anticipated. 


Park director Stan Crosland Friday 


said the bids were opened by park board 
members Thursday night and ranged 
from $152,280 to $188,210. The park- 
district had anticipated spending $70,000 
to $78,000, he said. 


Park officials, Crosland said, will re- 


view the four bids and probably award a 
contract within two weeks. Work on the 
site is scheduled to begin this fall and be 
completed next spring. 


THE RAUPP SITE, which is on Den- 


ham Lane, in the Strathmore subdivi- 
sion, is part of the old Raupp Farm, one 
of the village's oldest landmarks. The 
five-acre tract was donated to the park 
district under the condition it would be 
made into a memorial to the Raupp fam- 
ily. 


The park district plans to use the site 


for a museum to display items of histori- 
cal significance to Buffalo Grove. 


Levitt and Sons Inc., a developer, has 


agreed to donate its Buffalo Grove sales 
office to the park district, to use as the 
museum. 


The bids for the Raupp site include the 


cost of moving the Levitt sales office 
from its present location, pouring foun- 
dations, various site improvements and 
an addition to the building. 


THE ADDITION would be used for 


park activities and would be available 
for community meetings, Crosland said. 


He attributes the higher than expected 


bids to rapidly increasing construction 
costs. The cost of building materials and 
labor has increased substantially in re- 
cent months, he said. 


Park officials will review plans for the 


Raupp site, according to one official, and 
attempt to cut expenditures in some 
areas.

The state-appointed task force has two 


Immediate duties. • 


FIRST, THE COMMITTEE will study 


guidelines for Implementing Title IX of 
the Education Amendments of 1972, 
which prohibits sex discrimination In 
schools. Based on its findings, the task 
force will provide input for Bakalis to 
use in making his recommendations on 
putting the guidelines into effect to the 
Dept. of Health, Education and Welfare. 


Secondly, the task force will make rec- 


ommendations for textbook guidelines 
being prepared by Bakalis' office. 


Mrs. Keller is one of three persons 


named to the task force to represent par- 
ents and concerned citizens. Others on 
the committee Include State Sen. Esther 
Saperstein, D-Chicago; State Rep. Susan 
Catania, R-Chicago, and State Rep. Don- 
ald Deuster, R-Mundeleln. Illinos teach- - 
ers, administrators and students also are 
represented on the task force. 


Locally, Mrs. Keller and other mem- 


bers of the Dlst. 21 Citizens Task Force 
on Education last year conducted a sur- 
vey of educational materials used in the 
district, which also serves portions of Ar- 
lington Heights and Mount Prospect. 


FOLLOWING THE SURVEY, the task 


force appealed to the school board to 
make every effort to get rid of materials 
they found to be sexually-biased. 


In response, the school board adopted 


a policy to eliminate not only materials 
containing sexual bias, but all other 
forms of discrimination as well. 


Mrs. Keller said Friday she plans to 


continue work on the local task force be- 
sides the state committee. The group will 
be involved in teacher in-service work- 
shops during the year and will serve on 
textbook selection committees.

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Pollution tests 
ordered for 
Heritage Park 


A "fish kill" In early August has 


prompted the Wheeling Park Board to 
order that water samples bo taken to test 
for possible pollution of the Heritage 
Park west retention basin. 


The board became aware of the kill 


when Craig Stryszyk, 15, of 386 S. Jcffcry 
Ln.. asked tho commissioners If anything 
had been put In the basin between Aug. 1 
and Aug. 12. He said he returned from 
vacation to find between 300 and 400 
dead fish on the basin's banks. 


Stryszyk said ho has been fishing in 


the retention basin for several years and 
sold tho dead fish Included many "good- 
sized" bass and a baby northern pike. 


"I think something Is being dumped In 


from ono of the Industries," Stryszyk 
said. Ho offered to take water samples 
for tho district to have tested. 


PARK BOARD members said that It Is 


possible that ono of the Industries west 
or south of the basin may have dumped 
something Into the sewers that drain Into 
the basin. They noted (hat a 60-Inch sew- 
er pipe was Installed last year to drain 
the Dunhurst area and several In- 
dustries. They said drainage from this 
pipe might have killed the fish. 


Park board Prcs. Robert Ross said 


that the fish might have died from natu- 
ral causes when tho water plants In the 
basin bloomed. "You always get a fish 


kill when the lake blooms," he said. 


Tho commissioners, however, said the 


m a t t e r should be thoroughly in- 
vestigated. They ordered the superin- 
tendent to have water samples taken Fri- 
day morning and to get a map of the 
village drainage system to determine 
what areas empty Into the basin. 


"If it happened once, It can happen 


again, and we could end up with a stag- 
nant pool of water," sold Comr. Lorraine 
Lark. 


"We could lose what little recreation 


we have there," Comr. Hugh Wilson 
said. 


STRYSZYK TOLD the board that since 


the August fish kill no other fish appear 
to have died. He also noted that none of 
the scavenger fish that live at the bottom 
of tho basin were among those killed. 


In addition to the fish kill, Stryszyk 


also said that the southwest end of the 
basin Is Uttered with old car parts and 
other garbage. Park board members 
said that this section of the basin is not 
on park property, and therefore they 
cannot take action concerning tho gar- 
bage. 


The commissioners said that although 


the pollution may be entering from this 
southwest part of the basin, the park 
board does have legal recourse since it 
affects the entire basin.

After tho new fire station on Dun- 
dee Road Is finished, Winter said a 
pumper and ambulance will remain at 
the village hall fire station to handle 
calls in tho northern part of the village. 


IF TirE REFERENDUM Is approved, 


Lake County residents would benefit be- 
cause tho Buffalo Grove Fire Dept., 
which is employed by the Wheeling dis- 
rict, has firemen in tho station 17*4 hours 
per day, five days per week. Long Grove 
district firemen do not sleep at the sta- 


tion and respond to calls from their 
homes. 


If the transfer to the Wheeling dlsrict 


Is made, Lake County residents would 
pay higher taxes each year for fire pro- 
tectlon. 


Next year property owners in the Long 


Grove district will pay 22.60 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation, compared to a 
rate of 30 cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation in the Wheeling district. 


A resident In tho Long Grove district 


with a home assessed at $10,000 would 
pay $22.60 for fire protection, while a 
resident with a comparable home in the 
' Wheeling district will pay $30. 


After the referendum is conducted, the 


votes will be tallied by the court and if it 
passes, the northern part of the district 
immediately will be put in the Wheeling 
district. 


It's really 
a honey of 
a problem 


The Richard Jordan family uncovered 


a sticky situation - bees in the walls

Winnie the Pooh would love the Richard Jordans. 
The Des Flames family, 143 Stratford Dr., recently uncov- 


ered a wall filled with honey while remodeling their home. 
The honeycomb — complete with bees — measured approxi- 
mately six feet tall, three feet wide and one foot deep, Jordan 
said. 


Although the family has lived in the house since 1970, Jor- 


dan said the bees caused no problems until a painter tried to 
paint the eaves of the roof. 


"We noticed the bees before but nothing serious ever hap- 


pened," he said. "There's never been any bees in the hduse 
and no one's ever been stung." 


JORDAN DESCRIBES his encounter with the bees in bat- 


tlefield terminology. He began by drilling a small hole In the 
wall and pouring poison in. 
.. "I put my ear to the wall and it sounded like World War 
III," he said. "The honeycomb was so thick, though, the 
poison didn't have any effect." 


The Oakton Community College dean ran through a series 


of grocery store pesticides before calling in the reserves — an 
Cakton biology professor and a University of Illinois entomo- 
logylst, Stanley Rachesky. Their solution: destroy the honey- 
como. 


Jordan brought in a carpenter to tear out the wall panels 


while h^ fellow professor stood nearby with "a powerful 
rerosol bomb." 


"EveryUme a bee came out, she zapped him in mid-air," 


Jordan said. 


RACHESKY CONTRIBUTED a more potent pesticide and 


Jordan launched a second attack against the bees. 


"It was like a circus — the bees just kept making noise," 


he said. "Nobody got stung — It was absolutely amazing." 


When the wall board was torn out, Jordan said bees were 


"still there even though we must have killed a zillion." 


"We stuck a chisel in the wall and honey ran down onto the 


floor. The really terrible thug is we destroyed all that honey 
with the pesticides," he said. 


JORDAN SAID THE run-in with the bee colony unnerved 


him, especially since he saw the movie "The Hellstrom Chro- 
nicle" about insects taking over the world. 


"The night before we mounted the final assault we could 


hear the bees buzzing behind the cardboard." no said. "It 
was just like Hitchcock movie — my wife kept checking the 
bedroom door to be sure it was closed." 


"These bees are programmed to build perfect hexagons 


without shutting each other off. They've got to be as smart as 
all get out," he added. 


Jordan received numerous suggestions from fnends and 


family for getting rid of the unwanted bees. One college stu- 
dent suggested renting a bear. 


"She said we should turn the bear lose in the house and he 


could take care of the bees and the honey," he said. 


IS THE major problem of the Jordans now that 


the bees are dead. The honeycomb and beeswax were carried 
out in shovelfuls, Jordan said, noting that his wife used to buy 
beeswax for her weaving projects. 


"I noticed that she hasn't asked me to save her any," he 


added. 


Removing honey from the hallway carpeting and woodwork 


was "messy," Jordan said, noting that "you can't use a wire 
brush — you almost have to use a spoon." 


Despite the ripped-out walls and inconvenience, Jordan 


views the Battle of the Bees in good humor. 


"There's something inherently funny about the situation," 


he said. "People just kept coming up with all sorts of out- 
landish jokes." 


Valenza slated 
to appear 
in court today 


Former Wheeling trustee Michael Va- 


lenza will apper in U. S. District Court at 
10 a.m. today to request a reduction in 
his nine-month prison sentence for con- 
spiracy to commit extortion.

28 to conspiring with then Wheeling 
Building Director William Biebcr to ex- 
tort $10,000 of furniture from Wickes, 
Inc. He is one of six former and present 
Wheeling and Cook County officials in- 
dicted Jan. 31 following a year-long fed- 
eral probe Into shakedowns of Wheeling 
developers. Four of the six have pleaded 
guilty and three have been sentenced 
to prison terms. 


The U. S. Attorney's Office has testi- 


fied that Valenza cooperated fully in the 
W h e e l i n g investigation. The former 
trustee testified before a grand jury the 
day he was arrested, and also testified at 
the trial of former trustee William Hart. 


Valenza's attorney is expected to use 


his clients' cooperation with the govern- 
ment in his arguments for reduced sen- 
tence.

Thoroughbred season ends on upswing 
Wagering, attendance up at race track

Arlington Park Race Track closed out 


one of the most successful horse racing 
seasons In Illinois history Saturday. 


Total wagering at Arlington Park this 


summer increased 21 per cent over the 
track's 1973 meeting to a 
record 


$137,543,902. Attendance was up 18 per 
cent from 1,032,607 fans in 1973, to 


. 1,215,333 this year. 


Blessed with prime summer dates 


from the Illinois Racing Bord and able to 
build upon an up turn in Chicago area 
racing that began early this spring at 
Sportsman's Park, Arlington1 Park offi- 
cials were understandably pleased with 
Saturday's final figures. 


"The Chicago racing public's response 


to the Illinois Racing Board's awarding 
of the complete summer dates to Arling- 
ton and the improvement of the quality 
of thoroughbreds racing here it engen- 
dered has been dramatic," said track 
Pres. John F. Loomc. 


"NEW ILLINOIS mutuel records were 


set and attendance was excellent, while 
declines were being registered in other 
parts of the country." 


Last November, during bearings on 


1974 racing dates before the Illinois Rac- 
ing Board, Loome warned that another 
bad year like the one Arlington Park suf- 
fered in 1973 could lead the track's own- 
er, Madison Square Garden Corp., to 
shut down the Midwest's largest horse 
racing plant. 


Arlington Park was crippled by early 


spring racing dates in 1973, even though

out that the 1974 summer season gener- 
ated $13 million in direct taxes to the 
state. 


THE ROSY TOTALS apparently fore- 


stall, at least for now, the likelihood that 
Arlington Park's owners will suspend 
horse racing in favor of some other, 
more profitable use of the race track's 
430-acre site. 
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"We're already .working on making 


next season bigger and better," Loome 
said. 


It was clear soon after Arlington Park 


opened on June 3 this year that track 
officials were prepared to go for broke. 
In June, Loome asked the racing board 
for permission to run both day-and-night 
racing programs at Arlington Park after 
a horseman's strike prevented the open- 
ing of night harness racing at Sports- 
man's Park. 


Later in the summer there were com- 


plaints from the track's mutuel clerks 
that too much time was being taken be- 
tween races, and that not enough clerks 
had been hired to handle the Arlington 
Park crowd. 


Last month, Loome even requested 


permission to open a betting window in 
the Arlington Park's train station, a pro- 
posal which was unanimously laid to rest 
by the racing board. 


FINALLY. THE addition of parimutuel 


betting on Appaloosa horses for the first 
time in Illinois this year stretched sev- 
eral Arlington Park programs from the 
usual nine races to 10-race cards. 


It all adds up to a $137 million. And 


while there are still those who say Ar- 
lington Park is not the race track it once 
was, that the country's best horses still 
are not running here, this summer's sto- 
ry was one of numbers. To Loome and 
the other officials at Arlington Park, the 
numbers must look pretty good.

Young seeks to shift 20% 
of O'Hare flights to Midway

Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley may 


have found a new ally in his effort to 
Increase flights Into Midway Airport If a 
new proposal by U.S. Rep. Samuel H. 
Young, R-10, takes effect. 


Young said he Intends to seek assis- 


tance from federal agencies to get 20 per 
cent of the flights currently using O'Hare 
Airport shifted to Midway as a means of 
reducing airplane noise In the Northwest 
suburbs. 


The congressman said ho met recently 


with officials from the Federal Aviation 
Administration and state agencies to see 
what Is currently being done to reduce 
the airplane noise pollution problem. 


YOUNG'S PROPOSAL, which ho In-

tends to press with the FAA and Civil 
Aeronautics Board, Is likely to please 
Daley who has been campaigning for in- 
creased use of Midway. 


Ho also reported that the FAA has 


been using sophisticated equipment In 
the area to gather data on aircraft noise 
so that steps can be taken to ease the 
problem. 


Young predicted upcoming FAA regu- 


lations in the next several months which 
will require retrofitting of older jetliners 
with noise-muffling equipment and use of 
a two-state landing procedure to reduce 
noise. 


"I'd like to sec the shift of flights. It 


would certainly reduce noise at O'Hare 
and also benefit the economy around the 
Midway area," Young said. 


City uses own lumberjacks, 
reports big dollar savings

City forestry crews have nearly com- 


pleted removal of nearly 260 dead trees 
in Des Plaines and have avoided hiring 
outside contractors, which cost the city 
more than $27,000 In 1073. 


DCS Plaines forester Lawrence Komos 


said Friday that the tree removal pro- 
gram should bo completed In several 
weeks. Ho noted that his forestry crew 
and other public works employes have 
been able to remove all of the dead 
trees. 


"Last year the city let contracts total- 


Ing $27,668 for this work," ho noted. 
Komos attributed the savings to the new 
equipment the city has purchased to ex- 
pand the forestry department. 


LAST WINTER, Komos and Public 


Work Comr. Joseph Schwab argued with 
city officials that beefing up the forestry 
department would save the city money In 
the long run. 


Ho also noted that with the hiring of 


four new men for the- forestry depart- 
ment In October and the new equipment, 
the services which can be provided by 
the department should Improve sig- 
nificantly. 


Besides "borrowing" ono full-time pub- 


lic works employe for the tree removal 
project, Komos sold ho also made use of 


several summer employes. 


"They really worked hard and did a 


very good job for such a small crew," he 
added. 


BESIDES THE tree-removal program, 


Komos said his department also has 
completed spraying trees throughout the 
ciy for cottony maple scale disease. The 
cottony maple scale Insect feeds on leaf 
tissue, often killing branches, limbs and 
twigs. It can generally be controlled by 
spraying. 


Part of the spraying of about 5,500 


trees In the city was handled by a pri- 
vate contractor. Komos said the cost of 
the total project was $4,994. 


"If we have another mild winter, like 


last year, the problem could occur again 
next year," he said. 


"Some areas might require spraying 


again next year. These buildups of the 
Insects come over a period of years." 


He added that residents should not ex- 


pect the scales to disappear from he 
trees Immediately. 


"It usually takes a period of time for 


the scales to wear off naturally," Komos 
said. 


He also noted that residents who did 


not spray their own trees this year, 
might be expected to spray their trees 
next spring. 


He added that he hopes to get the fed- 


eral agencies to move faster on this pro- 
posal and others concerning aircraft 
noise. 


THE CONGRESSMAN, who is locked 


in a campaign against Abner J. Mikva, 
also released the first hi a series of let- 
ters he plans to send Mikva during the 
campaign. 


The new campaign wrinkle, which 


Young likened to the Federalist Papers 
of the Constitutional Convention era, is 
being put into effect because Young be- 
lieves his congressional duties will sharp- 
ly limit his campaigning tune. 


"Even if there weren't time limita- 


tions, this is a good way to get us into 
black and white on the issues. When you 
get into debates and get fuzzy on what 
the guy really said and when you start 
putting it into writing you have to be 
careful," Young said. 


The first letter features eight questions 


on the economy which charge Mikva fa- 
vored a massive federal spending pro- 
gram and taking opposing sides with 
the Americans for Democratic Action, a 
group in which Mikva holds membership 
and serves as a vice chairman. 


IN THE LETTER Young seeks Mik- 


va's position on national health Insur- 
ance, guaranteed annual Incomes, unem- 
ployment, revenue sharing, environmen- 
tal programs, corporate taxes, nation- 
alization of public utilities and a bal- 
anced federal budget.

It's really 
a honey of 
a problem 


The Richard Jordan family uncovered 


a sticky situation - bees in the walls

Winnie the Pooh would love the Richard Jordans. 
The Des Plaines family, 143 Stratford Dr., recently uncov- 


ered a wall filled with honey while remodeling their home. 
The honeycomb — complete with bees — measured approxi- 
mately six feet tall, three feet wide and one foot deep, Jordan 
said. 


Although the family has lived in the house since 1970, Jor- 


dan said the bees caused no problems until a painter tried to 
paint the eaves of the roof. 


"We noticed the bees before but nothing serious ever hap- 


pened," he said. "There's never been any bees in the house 
and no one's ever been stung." 


JORDAN DESCRIBES his encounter with the bees in bat- 


tlefield terminology. He began by drilling a small hole in the 
wall and pouring poison in. 
.. "I put my ear to the wall and it sounded like World War 
III," he said. "The honeycomb was so thick, though, the 
poison didn't have any effect." 


The Oakton Community College dean ran through a series 


of grocery store pesticides before calling in the reserves — an 
Cakton biology professor and a University of Illinois entomo- 
logylst, Stanley Rachesky. Their solution: destroy the honey- 
corn o. 


Jordan brought in a carpenter to tear out the wall panels 


while his fellow professor stood nearby with "a powerful 
rerosol bomb." 


"Everytime a bee came out, she zapped him in mid-air," 


Jordan said. 


RACHESKY CONTRIBUTED a more potent pesticide and 


Jordan launched a second attack against the bees. 


"It was like a circus — the bees just kept making noise," 


he said. "Nobody got stung — It was absolutely amazing." 


When the wall board was torn out, Jordan said bees were 


"still there even though we must have killed a zillion." 
^ _ 


"We stuck a chisel in the wall and honey ran down onto the 


floor. The really terrible thing is we destroyed all that honey 
with the pesticides," he said. 


JORDAN SAID THE run-in with the bee colony unnerved 


him, especially since he saw the movie "The Hellstrom Chro- 
nicle" about insects taking over the world. 


"The night before we mounted the final assault we could 


hear the bees buzzing behind the cardboard." ne said. "It 
was just like Hitchcock movie — my wife kept checking the 
bedroom door to be sure it was closed." 


"These bees are programmed to build perfect hexagons 


without shutting each other off. They've got to be as smart as 
all get out," he added. 


Jordan received numerous suggestions from fnends and 


family for getting rid of the unwanted bees. One college stu- 
dent suggested renting a bear. 


"She said we should turn the bear lose In the house and he 


could take care of the bees and the honey," he said. 


CLEANUP IS THE major problem of the Jordans now that 


the 'uees are dead. The honeycomb and beeswix were carried 
out in shovelfuls, Jordan said, noting that his wife used to buy 
beeswax for her weaving projects. 


"I noticed that she hasn't asked me to save her any," be 


added. 


Removing honey from the hallway carpeting and woodwork 


was "mess>," Jordan said, noting that "you can't use a wire 
brush — you almost have to use a spoon." 


Despite the ripped-out walls and inconvenience, Jordan 


views the Battle of the Bees in good humor. 


"There's something inherently funny about the situation," 


he said. "People just kept coming up with all sorts of out- 
landish jokes." 
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Alcohol-drug unit 
to get $45,000 
in federal funds 


Approximately $45,000 in federal reve- 


nue-sharing funds from three area town- 
ships will support a now alcohol-drug 
outpatient center scheduled to open in 
Rolling Meadows Oct. 1. 


The Lutheran Welfare Scrvica of Illi- 


nois will operate the center at 5005 New- 
port Dr.. Suite 210, (near 111. Rtc. 62), 
with the revenue-sharing funds, contribu- 
tions to the organization and with min- 
imal payments that arc made to the cen- 
ter by arcn residents for counseling and 
treatment services. 


Roger Bockcnhaucr, counselor for Lu- 


theran Welfare Services and coordinator 
for the new center, said although the 
center will be operated by Lutheran Wel- 
fare Services, the alcoholic-drug depend- 
ence program offered by the center will 
not be. 


Lutheran Welfare Services of Illinois Is 


a non-profit social services group that of- 
fers day care, care for the elderly and 
the mentally retarded throughout the 
country. The organization has offered 
s i m i l a r alcoholic-drug dependence 
programs at three Chicago centers dur- 
ing the past six years. 


PALATINE, Elk Grove, and Schaum- 


burg townships have allocated $15.000 
each to support the new alcoholic-drug 
program and center. Residents in the 
three townships will bo eligible to partlc- 
pate In the program and attend the cen- 
ter for counseling sessions for a "min- 
imal amount," Bockcnhaucr said. 


Bockcnhaucr explained that residents 


participating in the program will pay for 
the services they receive on a sliding 
scab that will depend upon the Income 
and financial situation of the patient. 


Bockcnhaucr has been offering an ex- 


perimental alcoholic-drug program in the 
Northwest suburban area since January 
to test the demand and necessity for 
such a program. Ho said ha has found 
"many people in the suburbs with alco- 
hol and drug related problems that need 
counseling and treatment, and who have 
willingly participated in the program so 
far." 


Bockcnhaucr will continue to offer the 


program during September at Bcthal Lu- 
theran Church, 2150 Frontage Rd., Pala- 
tine, until the new center Is ready to 
open in October. Residents Interested in 
making an appointment for a counseling

Thoroughbred season ends on upswing 
Wagering, attendance up at race track 


by KURT BAER 


Arlington Park Race Track closed out 


one of the most successful horse racing 
seasons in Illinois history Saturday. 


Total wagering at Arlington Park this 


summer increased 21 per cent over the 
track's 1073 meeting to a record 
$137,543,002. Attendance was up 18 per 
cent from 1,032,607 fans in 1973, to 
1,215,333 this year. 


Blessed with prime summer dates 


from the Illinois Racing Bord and able to 
build upon an up turn hi Chicago area 
racing that began early this spring at 
Sportsman's Park, Arlington Park offi- 
cials were understandably pleased with 
Saturday's final figures. 


"The Chicago racing public's response 


to the Illinois Racing Board's awarding 
of the complete summer dates to Arling- 
ton and the improvement of the quality 
of thoroughbreds racing here It engen- 
dered has been dramatic," said track 
Pres. John F. Loome. 


"NEW ILLINOIS mutuel records were 


set and attendance was excellent, while 
declines were being registered in other 


parts of the country." 


Last November, during hearings on 


1974 racing dates before the Illinois Rac- 
ing Board, Loome warned that another 
bad year like the one Arlington Pork suf- 
fered in 1973 could lead the track's own- 
er, Madison Square Garden Corp., to 
shut down the Midwest's largest horse 
racing plant. 


Arlington Park was crippled by early 


spring racing dates in 1973, even though 
the length of that meeting, 83 days, was 
only one day shorter than this year's sea- 
son. 


Another measure of the track's success 


is to compare Arlington Park's 1974 fig- 
ures against figures for the same dates 
in 1973. This comparison shows betting 
this year at Arlington Park was 13 per 
cent higher while attendance increased 
by 7 per cent. 


Track officials also were quick to point 


out that the 1974 summer season gener- 
ated $13 million in direct taxes to the 
state.

It was clear soon after Arlington Park 


opened on June 3 this year that track 
officials were prepared to go for broke. 
In June, Loome asked the racing board 
for permission to run both day-and-night 
racing programs at Arlington Park after 
a horseman's strike prevented the open- 
Ing of night harness racing at Sports- 
man's Park. 


Later in the summer there were com- 


plaints from the track's mutuel clerks 
that too much time was being taken be- 
tween races, and that not enough clerks 
had been hired to handle the Arlington 
Park crowd. 


Last month, Loome even requested 


permission to open a betting window in 
the Arlington Park's train station, a pro- 
posal which was unanimously laid to rest 
by the racing board. 


FINALLY, THE addition of parimutuel 


betting on Appaloosa horses for the first 
time in Illinois this year stretched sev- 
eral Arlington Park programs from the 
usual nine races to 10-race cards. 


It all adds up to a $137 million. And 
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while there are still those who say Ar- 
lington Park is not the race track it once 
was, that the country's best horses still 
are not running here, this summer's sto- 
ry was one of numbers. To Loome and 
the other officials at Arlington Park, the 
numbers must look pretty good.

And just so the spectators, part of 1.8 


million nationwide, could be properly at- 
tired for the big moment, hawkers of- 
fered T-shirts for $3 each. They were em- 
bossed with your choice of two full-color 
portraits of Evel Knlevel while you 
waited. 


ABOUT 150 persons bought their all- 


cotton mementoes to remind them of the 
bright Sunday afternoon spent watching 
Knievel, 34, fall In his attempt to span 
the canyon. 


The lobby is carpeted and the manage- 


ment served complimentary coffee to the 
patrons. Outside, chopped Harleys and 
their riders arrived, announced by tuned 
exhaust pipes. Inside the lobby, middle- 
class heads instinctively turned to the 
noise. 


Carefully stained and worn denims 


were the Chicago bikers' colors in grimy 
contrast to the pure white modified rock 
'n' roll leather suit worn by Evel. 


"Evel's the American ideal, man. Ho

Along with 
the annexation the developer wants ap- 
proval to develop 40-acrcs as a planned 
development of onc-to five-story build- 
ings and the rest as a business district.

first two weeks in October to update the 
1072 population figure of 22,860. 


Persons Interested in working as cen- 


sus Interviewers or counters may apply 
at the village clerk's office at the munici- 
pal building, 901 Wellington Avc. The of- 
fice Is open from 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
Monday through Friday. 


A top qualification for those who arc 


hired Is to keep information obtained 
during the census confidential. 


Although the Job could take anywhere 


from 5 to 10 days, enumerators arc obli- 
gated to stay with the appointment until 
the assignment Is completed. 


TO QUALIFY FOR the job a potential 


enumerator must: 


• Bo a citizen of the United States 


with a high school education or the 
equivalent, and be at least 18 years old. 


• Pass a written test to show he can 


follow written instructions, do simple 
arithmetic and read maps. 


• Be of high moral character. 
• Be in good physical condition for 


walking, climbing stairs and standing, 
and have good eyesight so he can read 


the print on census forms. Applicants 
must be able to hear normal conversa- 
tions. 


• Be a resident of the Elk Grove Vil- 


lage area. 


• Be able to attend a training session. 
• Work full time each day including 


some evening work. Since not all people 
will be home during the day some visits 
will have to bo made during evening 
hours. 


APPLICANTS,WILL not be accepted if 


they have been dismissed or discharged 
from any job because of poor perform- 
ance, dishonesty, criminal or immoral 
conduct or unreliability. Anyone con- 
victed of anything other than a minor 
traffic violation also is unacceptable. 


Persons who engage in any partisan 


political activity during the period of em- 
ployment or who have been employed as 
tax assessor, tax collectors or law en- 
forcement officers within the last six 
months-will not be cllgibile-to apply. 


A diligent enumerator should earn 


from $16 to $24 for an eight-hour day, 
bureau spokesmen said. The salary is 13 
cents for each name recorded. 


Applicants will be interviewed by a 


representative of the U.S. Census Bureau 
on Oct. 2 in the village and will be ex- 
pected to start work immediately. 


WHY A SPECIAL census? Like many

about $1,726,235 a year In property taxes. 


• The commercial development is esti- 


mated to generate $235,000 a year in 
sales tax and $6,000 In vehicle tax license 
fee collection a year. 


The developer said that the construc- 


tion, when completed, could substantially 
raise the total assessed valuation of the 
village. 


It would be constructed in three phases 


with a five-to six-year completion date 
predicted. 


When plan commission members asked 


the developer if he was going to adhere 
to a village-required 10 per cent land do- 
nation, the developer said no. 


SBL representatives said 50 per cent of 


their development would be open space 
and they plan to provide small park 
areas and recreational facilities within 
the planned development for private use 
but do not plan donation to the park dis- 
trict or village.

sus. 


theran Welfare Services and coordinator 
for tho new center, said although the 
center will be operated by Lutheran Wel- 
fare Services, the alcoholic-drug depend- 
ence program offered by the center will 
not bo. 


Lutheran Welfare Services of Illinois Is 


a non-profit social services group that of- 
fers'day care, care for the elderly and 
tho mentally retarded throughout the 
country. The organization has offered 
s i m i l a r alcoholic-drug dependence 
programs at three Chicago centers dur- 
ing the post six years. 


PALATINE, Elk Grove, and Schaum- 


burg townships have allocated $15,000 
each to support the new alcoholic-drug 
program and center. Residents in the 
three townships will be eligible to partlc- 
pato In the program and attend the cen- 
ter for counseling sessions for a "min- 
imal amount," Boekenhauer said. 


Boekenhauer explained that residents 


participating in the program will pay for 
the services they receive on a sliding 
scab that will depend upon the Income 
and financial situation of the patient. 


Boekenhauer has been offering an ex- 


perimental alcoholic-drug program In the 
Northwest suburban area since January 
to test the demand and necessity for 
such a program. He said he has found 
"many people In the suburbs with alco- 
hol and drug related problems that need 
counseling and treatment, and who have 
willingly participated in the program so 
far." 


Boekenhauer will continue to offer the 


program during September at Bcthal Lu- 
theran Church, 2150 Frontage Rd., Pala- 
tine, until the now center is ready to 
open in October. Residents Interested in 
making an appointment for a counseling 
session should call 282-7800, ext. 20, be- 
fore Oct. 1, and 394-0797 after Oct. 1. 


ALTHOUGH 
BOEKENHAUER 
has 


been conducting the program on his own 
so far, the funds for tho new program 
will be used to pay for the salaries of 
three full-time professional staff mem- 
bers, rental space, utilities and printed 
materials, Boekenhauer said. 


Boekenhauer had originally requested 


revenue-sharing funds from Wheeling 
Township in addition to the three partici- 
pating townships. 


Boekenhauer Is hoping that Wheeling, 


which was unable to support the pro- 
gram with revenue-sharing funds this 
year, will bo able to join with the three 
participating townships next year. The 
$15,000 allocation from each of the three 
townships Is good only until Aug. 31, 
1975, or for one year. 


Individuals concerned about their own 


alcoholic or drug-related problems, or 
those of other people, will be able to 
meet with social workers, psychologists 
and other professionals at the center for 
counseling and advice. 


STAFF MEMBERS will refer clients to 


area agencies and hospitals, if the "situ- 
ation demands it," for the extensive and 
specialized treatment and care that the 
client needs, Boekenhauer said. 


"At least we are inviting the many 


people in the suburbs who need this type 
of help to come to the center so that we 
can counsel them and direct them to 
agencies that can further help them with 
their problems," he said.

The Richard Jordan family uncovered 


a sticky situation - bees in the walls

Winnie the Pooh would love the Richard Jordans. 
The Des Plalnes family, 143 Stratford Dr., recently uncov- 


ered a wall filled with honey while remodeling their home. 
The honeycomb — complete with bees — measured approxi- 
mately six feet tall, three feet wide and one foot deep, Jordan 
said.' 


Although the family has lived in the house since 1970, Jor- 


dan said the bees caused no problems until a painter tried to 
paint the eaves of the roof. 


"We noticed the bees before but nothing serious ever hap- 


pened," be said. "There's never been any bees in the house 
and no one's ever been stung." 


JORDAN DESCRIBES his encounter with the bees in bat- 


tlefield terminology. He began by drilling a small hole in the 
wall and pouring poison in. 
.. "I put my ear to the wall and it sounded like World War 
III," he said. "The honeycomb was so thick, though, the 
poison didn't have any effect." 


The Oakton Community College dean ran through a series 


of grocery store pesticides before calling in the reserves — an 
Cakton biology professor and a University of Illinois entomo- 
logyist, Stanley Rachesky. Their solution: destroy the honey- 
comb. 


Jordan brought in a carpenter to tear out the wall panels 


while his fellow professor stood nearby with "a powerful 
fcrosol bomb." 


"Everytlme a bee came out, she zapped him in mid-air," 


Jordan said. 


RACHESKY CONTRIBUTED a more potent pesticide and 


Jordan launched a second attack against the bees. 


"It was like a circus — the bees just kept making noise," 


he said. "Nobody got stung — It was absolutely amazing." 


When the wall board was torn out, Jordan said bees were 


"still there even though we must have killed a zillion." 


"We stuck a chisel in the wall and honey ran down onto the 


floor. The really terrible thing Is we destroyed all that honey 
with the pesticides," he said. 


JORDAN SAID THE run-in with the bee colony unnerved 


him, especially since he saw the movie "The Hellstrom Chro- 
nicle" about insects taking over the world. 


"The night before we mounted the final assault we could 


hear the bees buzzing behind the cardboard." he said. "It 
was just like Hitchcock movie — my wife kept checking the 
bedroom door to be sure it was closed." 


"These bees are programmed to build perfect hexagons 


without shutting each other off. They've got to be as smart as 
all get out," he added. 


Jordan received numerous suggestions from fnends and 


family for getting rid of the unwanted bees. One college stu 
dent suggested renting a bear. 


"She said we should turn the bear lose in the house and he 


could take care of the bees and the honey," he said. 


CUSANUP IS THE major problem of the Jordans now that 


the bees arp dead. The honeycomb and beesw-uc were carried 
out in shovelfuls, Jordan said, noting that his wife used to buy 
beeswax for her weaving projects. 


"I noticed that she hasn't asked me to save her any," he 


added. 


Removing honey from the hallway carpeting and woodwork 


was "messy," Jordan said, noting that "you can't use a wire 
brush — you almost have to use a spoon." 


Despite the rlpped-out walls and inconvenience, Jordan 


views the Battle of the Bees in good humor. 


"There's something Inherently funny about the situation," 


he said. "People just kept coming up with all sorts of out- 
landish jokes." 


Referendum required by Illinois School Code 
School vote Nov. 2 on ending book fees 


A referendum to eliminate book fees in 


S c h a u m b u r g Township Dist. 54 is 
planned for Nov. 2. Board members will 
finalize the referendum date at their next 
meeting. 


To eliminate book fees in a school dis- 


trict, a referendum must be held accord- 
ing to the Illinois School Code. Board 
members Indicated their interest in 
eliminating the fees Aug. 22 when they 
voted to discontinue charging students 
for use of district textbooks. 


The board members were informed the 


next day that their vote was illegal and 
that special referendum would be nec- 
essary to eliminate the fees. 


THE SCHOOL CODE states that books 


either must be bought or rented by stu- 
dents from the district. If voters decide 


to eliminate book fees, the decision is 
binding for four years. The fee may only 
be reinstated after four years if another 
referendum is held to do so. 


Thursday night the board decided to 


hold a referendum in November for that 
purpose. 


The original vote to eliminae book fees 


came after the district received notifica- 
tion that property values in the township 
jumped by more than 40 per cent, creat- 
ing an anticipated surplus of more than 
$800,000 for the 1974-75 school year. Reve- 
nue from book fees this year was esti- 
mated at $118,450. 


Marvin Laplcola, assistant superin- 


tendent in charge of finances, recom- 
mended to the board that book fees could 
be dropped because of the additional rev- 


enue coming into the district. 


Book fees were $3.50 for kindergarten 


students and $7.50 for students in first 
through eighth grades for this year. 


Collection of book fees was deferred 


until the referendum is held. If the refer- 
endum passes, no fees will be collected 
for at least the next four years.

Jones to offer 
compromise levy 
ordinance plan 


Palatine Village Pros. Wendell C. 


Jama will propose a compromise plan 
Monday lo eliminate the current dead- 
lock on the village board concerning 
adoption of a lax levy ordinance. 


Jones' plan calls for tho total elimina- 


tion of the 13.9 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation general fund tax rate and es- 
tablishment of n fire and police tax rate. 


The proposed fire and police tax rates 


have not been set but Jones said they 
would be less than the current general 
fund levy. He estimated that instead of 
3170.000 between $70,000 and 
$90,000 


would be generated from taxes. 


Tho compromise plan would reduce the 


tax levy and still produce enough reve- 
nue to operate the village. It will be pre- 
sented (o the board at its 0 p.m. meeting 
Monday at tho Slado Street Fire Station, 
117 W. Slado St.

Palatine voters will go to the polls 


Tuesday to decide whether to form a li- 
brary district. 


The formation of a library district with 


the same boundaries as the village, 
would allow the Palatine Public Library 
Board of Trustees, an elected body, to 
govern Itself. The library board then 
would be able to expand its own bound- ' 
aries, levy taxes and operate totally in- 
dependent of the village board, which 
previously had control of the operation. 


Library Board Prcs. Robert Jessen 


said that as a library district, It would be 
able to expand its services In the future,, 
after the completion of the new library, 
Into areas that arc newly annexed to the 
village or Into areas that arc near to the 
village but not included in its boundaries. 


THE NEW PALATINE Public Library, 


under construction at the intersection of 
Bcnton Street and Northwest Highway 
will cost an estimated $1 million. The 
cost of the library construction will be 
paid for with money from a $923,091 ref- 
erendum approved this year, and ap- 
proximately $200,000 In federal funds. 


"The additional tax funds available 


from new residents In new areas who 
would be using the library would allow 
us to lower tho overall tax rate after a 
while, and add new library services like 
a bookmobile," Jessen said. 


If voters approve formation of a li- 


brary district, the library tax would re- 
main tho same — 23 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation. The library tax would 
appear as n separate tax on Palatine 
residents' bills each year, instead of as 
an Incorporated tax with the village tax. 


RESIDENTS WILL BE able to vote 


from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m. at five polling 
places.

15 for use in kindergarten 
through sixth grade. 


Parents may grasp math 


by MARILYN McDONALD 


Mathematics has a new look in Pala- 


tine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 elementa- 
ry schools this fall, a look that parents 
may find easier to understand. 


After more than a decade of "modern 


math," Dist. 15 elementary grades, kin- 
dergarten through six, are using the Ad- 
d i s o n Wesley "Investigating School 
Mathematics" series, featuring more 
practical applications of math concepts, 
said Wally Fricker, math department 
chairman. 


The new texts and supplemental mate- 


rials are In full use this year after one 
year of trial at eight district schools last 
year. The entire program is costing the 
district approximately $50,000. 


FRICKER SAID the new program is 


the result of history and necessity. All 
district programs are reevaluated every 
five years as a matter of policy to mea- 
sure effectiveness and to possibly update 
them. 


As the district's math program was 


reevaluated, student test scores were 
taken into account. Fricker said students 
were testing below national average on 
practical applications of math word 


problems while testing well on math the- 
ory. 


The answer, according to a 22-member 


teacher evaluation team, was a program 
that would help children master the 
math process, not the name of the pro- 
cess. Their recommendation, given after 
a year of trial at all grade levels and in 
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many classroom settings, was the Addl- 
son Wesley series. 


The new math series keeps the student 


on his toes by mixing problems he has 
just learned to solve with problems from 
previous units. The previous math series, 
Fricker said, would concentrate on one 
operation at a time. 


"The new program sticks with a con- 


cept longer before it moves on to some- 
thing else," Fricker said. The program is 
also arranged by "color objectives." Red 
objectives are the basic material. Yellow 
objectives offer more challenge and 
green objectives offer the most chal- 
lenge. This will help teachers with multi- 
age classrooms, as well as teachers with 
slower or faster students at one grade 
level. 


FRICKER SAID that the new series in- 


troduces each unit with a student in- 
vestigation or game. The student is given 
the technical math vocabulary once he 
understands the math process. Fricker 
said the student previously was given the 
vocabulary and the technical explanation 
of the math process first. When it was 
time to learn the basic operation, long

Teachers OK 
12% pay boost 
by big margin 


A new contract giving teachers a 12 


per cent over-all salary increase was ap- 
proved by 92 per cent of teachers in Pal- 
atine-Rolling Meadows School Dist. 15, 
said Barbara Sanborn, president of the 
Classroom Teachers Council. 


Teachers voted in school on Friday and 


building representatives phoned in the 
results to the Illinois Education Assn. re- 
gional office in Chicago Immediately af- 
ter school. The Illinois Education Assn. 
is the teachers' union. 


Dist. 15's Board of Education is ex- 


pected to ratify the contract at its regu- 
lar meeting Wednesday. 


Teachers and district administrators 


have been negotiating since April for the 
contract. Teachers now will earn be- 
tween $9,000 and $17,608 rather than the 
$8,250 to $16,306 range they received un- 
der last year's contract. The district will 
now spend 12 per cent more on salaries 
than last year, when it paid a total of 
$6,349,966 to contracted teachers. 


THOMAS KELLEY. chief negotiator 


for the teachers, said stipulations on 
teacher evaluation, grievance procedures 
and leaves of absence are included in 
this year's contract. These matters were 
formerly aspects of board policy, not 
teacher contract language. 


A teacher's school day is now defined 


in the new contract. Teachers should be 
at their posts at least 15 minutes before 
the opening of school and should remain 
long enough after school to meet profes- 
sional responsibilities, according to the 
contract. 


The number of days a teacher may ac- 


cumulate for sick leave has been extend- 
ed from 110 to 120 days in the new con- 
tract. Other fringe benefits remain the 
same as in the last contract, Kelley said. 


Teachers began with an original salary 


increase request of 18 per cent. Accord- 
ing to Kelley, this increase would bring 
them into line with surrounding school 
districts. Later in the talks, teachers 
moderated their salary request in order 
to win points on language in the contract, 
Kelley said. 


Kelley characterized this year's nego- 


tiations as slow but smooth. This was the 
first year that both sides used negotiat- 
ing professionals throughout the talks. 
Richard Zweiback served as attorney for 
the district, while David Tomchck of the 
IEA represented the teachers.

Winnie the Pooh would love the Richard Jordnns. 
The DCS Plalnos family, 1-13 Stratford Dr., recently uncov- 


ered a wall filled with honey while remodeling their home. 
Tht honeycomb — complete with bees — measured approxi- 
mately six feet tall, three feet wide and one foot deep, Jordan 
said. 


Although the family has lived In the house since 1970, Jor- 


dan said the bees caused no problems until a pointer tried to 
paint the eaves of the roof. 


"Wo noticed the bees before but nothing serious ever hap- 


pened," he said. "There's never been any bees In the house 
and no one's ever been stung." 


JOItDAN DESCRIBES his encounter with the bees In bat- 


tlefield terminology, lie began by drilling a small hole In the 
wiill and pouring poison In. 
. . "1 put my ear to the wall and It sounded like World War 
111." he sold. "The honeycomb was so thick, though, the 
poison didn't have any effect." 


The Oakton Community College dean ran through a series 


of grocery store pesticides before calling in the reserves — an 
Cakton biology professor and a University of Illinois entorno- 


logyist, Stanley Rachesky. Their solution: destroy the honey- 
como. 


Jordan brought in a carpenter to tear out the wall panels 


while his fellow professor stood nearby with "a powerful 
rerusol bomb." 


"Everytlme a bee came out, she zapped him In mid-air," 


Jordan said. 


RACHESKY CONTRIBUTED a more potent pesticide and 


Jordan launched a second attack against the bees. 


"It was like a circus — the bees just kept making noise," 


he said. "Nobody got stung — it was absolutely amazing." 


When the wall board was torn out, Jordan said bees were 


"still there even though we must have killed a zillion." 


"We stuck a chisel in the wall and honey ran down onto the 


floor. The really terrible thing is we destroyed all that honey 
with the pesticides," he said. 


JORDAN SAID THE run-in with the bee colony unnerved 


him, especially since he saw the movie "The Hellstrom Chro- 
nicle" about Insects taking over the world. 


"The night before we mounted the final assault we could 


hear the bees buzzing behind the cardboard," he said. "It 
was just like Hitchcock movie — my wife kept checking the 
bedroom door to be sure it was closed." 


"These bees are programmed to build perfect hexagons 


without shutting each other off. They've got to be as smart as 
all get out," he added. 


Jordan received numerous suggestions from friends and 


family for getting rid of the unwanted bees. One college stu- 
dent suggested renting a bear. 


"She said we should turn the bear lose in the house and he 


could take care of the bees and the honey," he said. 


Board asks neiv vote after narrow defeat 
Teachers want mediator 
to negotiate salary talks 


lllflh School Dlst. 211 teachers have 


asked the board of education to resume 
salary negotiations with the help of an 
outside mediator. 


Carl Flaks, president of the Dlst. 211 


Education Assn., said Friday ho has 
como up with a revised salary contract 
proposal — after a survey of teachers 
last week. 


Dlst. 211 teachers turned down a salary 


contract Aug. 30 by a two-vote margin. 
The association polled teachers to find 
out why the contract was voted down and 
Flaks said the survey resulted in a 
"clear Indication of the main reasons." 


FLAKS WOULD NOT comment on the 


results of the survey saying the informa- 
tion would be used In negotiating another 
salary contract. Items included in the 
teacher questionnaire were salary, class 
size, fringe benefits, the financial status 
of the district and bargaining through a 
mediator. 


Supt. Richard Kolze and the board of 


education have asked teachers to take 
another vote on the salary agreement. 
Negotiators for teachers and the board 
cached the agreement Aug. 13. The con- 
tract called for a 7.8 per cent increase in 
teachers' salaries. Teachers had asked 
for a 10 per cent increase and the board 
offered them 6.2 per cent.

IS THE major problem of the Jordans now that 


the bees aro dead. The honeycomb and beeswnx were carried 
out in shovelfuls, Jordan said, noting that his wife used to buy 
beeswax for her weaving projects. 


"I noticed that she hasn't asked me to save her any,'1 he 


added. 


Removing honey from ihe hallway carpeting and woodwork 


was "mess>," Jordan said, noting that "you can't use a wire 
brush — you almost have to use a spoon." 


Despite the ripped-out walls and inconvenience, Jordan 


views the Battle of the Bees in good humor. 


"There's something inherently funny about the situation," 


he said. "People just kept coming up with all sorts of out- 
landish jokes." 


But Flaks said the teachers will not 


take another vote. Instead, the associ- 
ation wants the mediator to return and 
resume negotiations with the board. 
Kolze said Friday a decision on whether 
to resume negotiations probably will be 
made Monday. 


THE SALARY contract that was voted 


down would have raised the base salary 
of teachers from $8,050 to $9,650. 


The contract also called for a 7 per 


cent increase in coaching salaries and 
extracurricular pay for teachers, and a 
10 per cent increase in the salaries of 
department chairmen. It raised summer 
school pay from $170 to $185 per week 
and included improved fringe benefits 
such as life insurance and sick pay. 


Negotiators for teachers did not en- 


dorse the salary contract by recommend- 
ing that teachers vote to accept it. In- 
stead the negotiating team urged each 
teacher to read the contract and decide 
for himself. Teachers voted 209 to 207 
against the contract.

division for instance, the student became 
confused. 


"It's not necessarily a traditional pro- 


gram," Fricker said. "We're not going 
back to straight memorization of oper- 
ations," he added, noting that basic facts 
must still be memorized no matter what 
math approach is used.

manuals for study over the summer. 
Through several in-service sessions in 
June and August, every math teacher at 
the elementary level has had some prep- 
aration for. using the new program, Fric- 
ker said. 


A new junior high math series is under 


way this year, Fricker said, following the 
district's tradition of dealing with the 
primary grades first. 


THE DISTRICT will not have test 


scores to evaluate the Addlson Wesley 
program's effectiveness until next fall, 
Fricker said. He said he sees no problem 
for fifth-and sixth-grade students who 
have used the old math series, because 
the new scries is a modified version of 
the straight modern math approach they 
were used to. 


But some of the program's biggest fans 


may be found at home. "I think parents 
will be able to understand the new pro- 
gram and give their children more help 
at home," Fricker said.

Such was the case for Dave Keefe, 


Prospect High School's new leader of the 
Knights' football fortunes. Coming from 
perennial powerhouse Evanston to take 
over the head duties this year, Keefe was 
faced with something unheard of at the 
north shore school — a team which was 
winless (0-8) last year.

Playing with the spirit of Knight teams 


of old, the Keefe-influenced ("I'm a posi- 
tive person") youngsters blasted open 
gaping holes offensively and closed off 
most of Fremd's openings defensively. 
The action was witnessed by a large 
crowd on a near perfect football evening. 


Prospect took the lead for good early 


in the first quarter, putting Fremd In a 
catchup role the rest of the night. Start- 
ing at their own 39, a pair of runs by 
Keith Mason (8 yards) and Jack Devero 
(4) put the Knights In Viking territory at 
the 49. 


Then occurred the "one big mistake on 


defense," said Samojedny, "and it cost 
us.

Prospect maintained that edge until 


late In the third quarter with a rugged 
roadblock defense. Limiting Fremd run- 
ners to just 88 yards all night were guys 
like Bob Thorpe, Randy Clark, Scott Do- 
ney, BUI Novak, Dave Carlson, Scott 
lleatherlngton and Dan Meyer.

THOMAS KELLEY, chief negotiator 


for the teachers, said stipulations on 
teacher evaluation, grievance procedures 
and leaves of absence ore included in 
this year's contract. These matters were 
formerly aspects of board policy, not 
teacher contract language. 


A teacher's school day is now defined 


in the new contract. Teachers should be 
at their posts at least 15 minutes before 
the opening of school and should remain 
long enough after school to meet profes- 
sional responsibilities, according to the 
contract. 


The number of days a teacher may ac- 


cumulate for sick leave has been extend- 
ed from 110 to 120 days in the new con- 
tract. Other fringe benefits remain the 
same as In the last contract, Kclley said. 


Teachers began with an original salary 


Increase request of 18 per cent. Accord- 
ing to Kelley, this Increase would bring 
them into line with surrounding school 
districts. Later In the talks, teachers 
moderated their salary request In order 
to win points on language in the contract, 
Kclley said. 


Kclley characterized thls'ycar's nego- 


tiations as slow but smooth. This was the 
first year that both sides used negotiat- 
ing professionals throughout the talks. 
Richard Zwclback served as attorney for 
the district, while David Tomchek of the 
IEA represented the teachers.

Tax-levy 
ordinance 
due Tuesday 


An ordinance proposing a tax levy to 


collect funds for the payment of a land 
purchase is expected to be presented 
Tuesday to the Rolling Meadows City 
Council. 


The ordinance calls for a tax levy to 


pay off a 6.25 per cent bank loan, which 
the city will use to pay the $321,000 cost 
of 6.7 acres near Northwest Highway and 
Rohlwing Road. The four-year loan 
would require about $8 or $9 in taxes 
yearly per homeowner, Mayor Roland 
Meyer has estimated. 


Meyer has said the ordinance would be 


proposed Tuesday and could be acted 
upon the same night if the council waives 
a first reading on the measure. The 
council will have to approve the measure 
in order for the levy to be assessed. 


Meyer has said the levy could be re- 


duced or abated from year to year if suf- 
ficient other city funds exist to pay for 
the $90,000 yearly land payment. Some 
$35,000 in the city budget is available for 
the first payment and Meyer has said he 
may suggest using a portion of the city's 
federal revenue-sharing funds for the 
payment as well. 


THE LAND HAS been purchased by the 


city for future use, possibly for a munici- 
pally owned refuse incinerator. Costs for 
the proposed incinerator, which its devel- 
opers have said would be nonpolluting, 
have risen since the system was first 
proposed several months ago, which 
could rule out its construction. 


Meyer has said, however, that the land 


also could be used for storage of public 
works equipment, abandoned vehicles 
and possibly for the relocation of the gar- 
bage compactor station. 


If the special levy is approved, It 


would be the first new municipal tax for 
city residents In several years. Currently 
residents pay about 63 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation, with about 43 cents go- 
ing to the fire department and about 16 
cents going to the library. 


The council already has approved a 


near $1 million tax-appropriation ordi- 
nance for next year, which includes a 
$225,000 general funding hike. The tax 
levies approved in the ordinance could be 
abated by Dec. 31 If the council deter- 
mines that funds from other city revenue 
also can pay for the levy categories.

Tht honeycomb — complete with bees — measured approxi- 
mately six feet tall, three feet wide and one foot deep, Jordan 
said.

"We stuck a chisel in the wall and honey ran down onto the 


floor. The really terrible thing is we destroyed all that honey 
with the pesticides," he said. 


JORDAN SAID THE run-in with the bee colony unnerved 


him, especially since he saw the movie "The Hellstrom Chro- 
nicle" about insects taking over the world. 


'"The night before we mounted the final assault we could 


hear the bees buzzing behind the cardboard," he said. "It 
was just like Hitchcock movie — my wife kept checking the 
bedroom door to be sure it was closed."

Frlcker said students 
were testing below national average on 
practical applications of math word 
problems while testing well on math the- 
ory. 


The answer, according to a 22-member 


teacher evaluation team, was a program 
that would help children master the 
math process, not tho name of the pro- 
cess. Their recommendation, given after 
a year of trial at all grade levels and In 
many classroom settings, was the Addl- 
son Wesley series. 


The new math series keeps the student 


on his toes by mixing problems he has 
just learned to solve with problems from 
previous units. The previous math series, 
Frlcker said, would concentrate on one 
operation at a time. 


"The new program sticks with a con- 


cept longer before it moves on to some- 
thing else," Flicker said. The program is 
also arranged by "color objectives." Red 
objectives are the basic material. Yellow 
objectives offer more challenge and 
green objectives offer the most chal- 
lenge. This will help teachers with multi- 
age classrooms, as well as teachers with 
slower or faster students at one grade 
level. 


FRICKER SAID that the new series in- 


troduces each unit with a student in- 
vestigation or game. The student Is given 
the technical math vocabulary once he 
understands the math process. Fricker 
said the student previously was given the 
vocabulary and the technical explanation 
of the math process first. When it was 
time to learn the basic operation, long 
division for Instance, the student became 
confused. 


"It's not necessarily a traditional pro- 


gram," Frlcker said. "We're not going 
back to straight memorization of oper- 
ations," he added, noting that basic facts 
must still be memorized no matter what 
math approach is used. 


Teachers were given their teacher 


manuals for study over the summer. 
Through several In-service sessions in 
June and August, every math teacher at 
the elementary level has had some prep- 
aration for using the new program, Fric- 
ker said. 


A new junior high math series Is under

the building, ending a week-long de- 
lay for most new tenants.

Those who had moved out of their 


old dwellings and had no place to 
stay were situated in motels at the 
expense of Schaumburg Green man- 
agement. 


Don Rose, IDHA spokesman, said 


last week that the move-ins were not 
allowed because the building was not 
'completed to the agency's specifica- 
tions. IDHA has authority to hold 
back move-ins because 110 units 
there are subsidized by the Federal 
Housing Authority and funds are ad- 
ministered by the State of Illinois.

It's really 
a honey of 
a problem 


The Richard Jordan family uncovered 


a sticky situation - bees in the walls

Winnie the Pooh would love the Richard Jordans. 
The Des Plalnes family, 143 Stratford Dr., recently uncov- 


ered a wall filled with honey while remodeling their home. 
The honeycomb — complete with bees — measured approxi- 
mately six feet tall, three feet wide and one foot deep, Jordan 
said. 


Although tho family has lived in the house since 1970, Jor- 


dan said the bees caused no problems until a painter tried to 
paint the eaves of the roof. 


"We noticed the bees before but nothing serious ever hap- 


pened," he said. "There's never been any bees in the house 
and no one's ever been stung." 


JORDAN DESCRIBES his encounter with the bees in bat- 


tlefield terminology. He began by drilling a small hole in the 
wall and pouring poison in. 
.. "I put my ear to the wall and it sounded like World War 
III," he said. "The honeycomb was so thick, though, the 
poison didn't have any effect." 


The Oakton Community College dean ran through a series 


of grocery store pesticides before calling in the reserves — an 
Cakton biology professor and a University of Illinois entomo- 
logyist, Stanley Rachesky. Their solution: destroy the honey- 
corn o. 


Jordan brought in a carpenter to tear out the wall panels 


while his fellow professor stood nearby with "a powerful 
rerosol bomb." 


"Everytime a bee came out, she zapped him in mid-air," 


Jordan said. 


RACHESKY CONTRIBUTED a more potent pesticide and 


Jordan launched a second attack against the bees. 


"It was like a circus — the bees just kept making noise," 


he said. "Nobody got stung — it was absolutely amazing." 


When the wall board was torn out, Jordan said bees were 


"still there even though we must have killed a zillion." 


"We stuck a chisel In the wall and honey ran down onto the 


floor. The really terrible thing is we destroyed all that honey 
with the pesticides," he said. 


JORDAN SAID THE run-in with the bee colony unnerved 


him, especially since he saw the movie "The Hellstrom Chro- 
nicle" about insects taking over the world. 


"The night before we mounted the final assault we could 


hear the bees buzzing behind the cardboard." he said. "It 
was just like Hitchcock movie — my wife kept checking the 
bedroom door to be sure it was closed." 


"These bees ore programmed to build perfect hexagons 


without shutting each other off. They've got to be as smart as 
all get cut," he added. 


Jordan received numerous suggestions from friends and 


family for getting rid of the unwanted bees. One college stu- 
dent suggested renting a bear. 


"She said we should turn the bear lose In the house and he 


could take care of the bees and the honey," he said. 


CLEANUP IS THE major problem of the Jordans now that 


the bees are dead. The honeycomb and beeswax were carried 
out in shovelfuls, Jordan said, noting that his wife used to buy 
beeswax for her weaving projects. 


"I noticed that she hasn't asked me to save her any,'' he 


added. 
. Removing honey from the hallway carpeting and woodwork 
was "messy," Jordan said, noting that "you can't use a wire 
brush — you almost have to use a spoon." 


Despite the ripped-out walls and inconvenience, Jordan 


views the Battle of the Bees in good humor. 


"There's something inherently funny about the situation,' 


he said. "People just kept coming up with all sorts of (out 
landlsh jokes." 


Thoroughbred season ends on upswing 
Wagering, attendance up at race track

Arlington Park Race Track closed out 


one of the most successful horse racing 
seasons in Illinois history Saturday. 


Total wagering at Arlington Park this 


summer increased 21 per cent over the 
track's 1973 meeting to a record 
$137,543,902. Attendance was up 18 per 
cent from 1,032,607 fans In 1973, to 
1,215,333 this year. 


Blessed with prime summer dates 


from the Illinois Racing Bord and able to 
build upon an up turn In Chicago area 
racing that began early this spring at 
Sportsman's Park, Arlington Pork offi- 
cials were understandably pleased with 
Saturday's final figures. 


"The Chicago racing public's response 


to the Illinois Racing Board's awarding 
of tho complete summer dates to Arling- 
ton and the Improvement of the quality 
of thoroughbreds racing here it engen- 
dered has been dramatic," said track 
Pros. John F. Loome. 


"NEW ILLINOIS mutuel records were 


set and attendance was excellent, while 
declines were being registered in other 
parts of the country." 


Last November, during hearings on 


1974 racing dates before the Illinois Rac- 
ing Board, Loomo warned that another 
bad year like the one Arlington Park suf- 
fered in 1973 could lead the track's own- 
er, Madison Square Garden Corp., to 
shut down the Midwest's largest horse 
racing plant. 


Arlington Park was crippled by early 


spring racing dates In 1973, even though 
the length of that meeting, 83 days, was 
only one day shorter than this year's sea- 
son. 


Another measure of the track's success 


is to compare Arlington Park's 1974 fig- 
ures against figures for the samo dates 
In 1973. This comparison shows betting 
this year at Arlington Park was 13 per

lington Park is not the race track it once 
was, that the country's best horses still 
are not running here, this summer's sto- 
ry was one of numbers. To Loome and 
the other officials at Arlington Park, the 
numbers must look pretty good. 


Hearings 
resume on 
Hill Dale plan 


Hearings will continue at 8 p.m. 


Wednesday on plans to resume devel- 
opment of about 100 remaining acres of 
Hill Dale Villages, Hoffman Estates. 


Hill Dale Villages, currently owned 


by Multicon Properties Inc., lies between 
Higgins Road and the Northwest Toll- 
way, east of Harrington Square and west 
of the Highlands subdivision. Multicon, a 
wholly-owned subsidiary of Bethlehem 
Steel, is in liquidation, and its Hoffman 
Estates acreage Is being sold to Python 
Designers-Builders Inc., and The Bigelow 
Co. Inc., both of Rolling Meadows. 


Plan commissioners met Friday to 


hear Python's proposal for the major 
share of the unbuilt acreage, amounting 
to more than 100 of the total 258-acrc Hill 
Dale Villages site. Although Python's of- 
ficers sent the commission a telegram 
asking for a delay, members informally 
examined drawings of the Python project 
plan after the meeting. Formal hearings 
will start Wednesday for Python, and 
continue then for Bigelow. 


THE PROPOSAL indicates a town- 


house and condominium section, in- 
cluding several six-story buildings. Also 
proposed is a medical center complex 
near Hassell Road. 


Python spokesmen said last month they 


were seeking approval of only the portion 
of their development devoted to a major 
recreation complex. They propsed ex- 
panding the existing Hill Dale Lodge res- 
taurant, adding a total of 132,000 square 
feet of building space to house 12 tennis, 
four handball and two squash courts. 
Larger banquet facilities also would be 
provided for the restaurant and the 
building, together with an existing IB- 
hole golf course, would become Hill Dale 
Recreation Center Inc. 


However, commissioners indicated Fri- 


day they will insist on reviewing all pro- 
posed development in the entire subdivi- 
sion as one unified plan. 


Perry Bigelow of The Bigelow Co. Inc., 


was told Friday his plan for a very small 
section of the site cannot be approved 
until after Python's proposal is exam- 
ined. 


BIGELOW WANTS to resubdivide a 


nine-lot area south of Hassell Road and 
west of Hassell Place for 13 homes in the 
$90,000 price range. The homes would 
flank Fairview Court, and Blgelow's 
drawings show an intersection with Club 
House Drive at the south end of Fair- 
view. Commissioners noted all traffic 
from the recreation center will use Club 
House, and suggested Fairview would re- 
ceive a great deal of that traffic. 


Blgelow's subdivision of high-priced 


luxury homes would not benefit from 
heavy traffic, suggested commissioners. 
They instructed Bigelow to ask Python 
its precise intentions for Gub House. 
Bigelow said Python has told him It 
would vacate that part of Club House, 
cutting out the intersection, unless the 
village wants the through access for 
e m e r g e n c y vehicles. Commissioners 
want a written statement from Python 
detailing that possibility.

There were hundreds of Evcl Knicvels 


seated in comfortable upholstered scats 
In the darkened Lincoln Village Theater 
in Chicago. 


In their minds, they weren't subur- 


ban stockbrokers or city gas station jock- 
eys. THEY were poised on the edge of 
the Snake River Canyon, ready to defy 
death to achieve the American dream of 
wealth and happiness. 


Palms were wet with nervous sweat as 


well as slick from buttered popcorn as 
Brooks Brothers-clad Cadillac drivers 
rubbed shoulders with leather-jacketed 
"chopper" riders to watch Evel carry his 
hopes (and thclrt) across tho gaping 
Snake River canyon on his steam-pow- 
ered rocket/"cycle." 


And just so tho spectators, part of 1.8 


million nationwide, could be properly at- 
tired for the big moment, hawkers of- 
fered T-shirts for $3 each. They were em- 
bossed with your choice of two full-color 
portraits of Evcl Knlcvcl while you 
waited. 


ABOUT 150 persons bought their all- 


cotton mementoes to remind them of the 
bright Sunday afternoon spent watching 
Knlcvcl, 34, fail In his attempt to span 
tho canyon. 


The lobby is carpeted and the manage- 


ment served complimentary coffee to the 
patrons. Outside, chopped Harleys and 
their riders arrived, announced by tuned 
exhaust pipes. Inside the lobby, middle- 
class heads instinctively turned to the 
noise. 


Carefully stained and worn denims 


were the Chicago bikers' colors in grimy 
contrast to the pure white modified rock 
'n' roll leather suit worn by Evel. 


"Evel's the American ideal, man. He 


said he was going to do it and I'm going 
to do it," said the biker with the coiled 
cobra tattoo. 


Tho cobra-man's buddy chipped In: 


"Ho doesn't want to die. Let me tell ya, 
when you've got three or four million 
dollars, there ain't no way you want to 
die." 


Bearded, blue jean-clad bikers pro- 


duced their red tickets for the ushers and 
swaggered in. They were soon to be lost 
in the dark of the theater. 


THE THEATER was about three-quar- 


ters sold at $10 per seat. The audience 
was quiet, predominantly middle-class 
and all white. They were soothed with 
canned music. 


They came in family groups, some- 


times three generations together for a 
Sunday afternoon 
The children, 
as 


young as five and six, chattered ex- 
citedly about Evel. He was always 
"Evel" when there's a possibility that 
someone is going to kill himself before 
your eyes and you've paid $10 for the 
view, it's strictly on a first name only 
basis. 


Three teen-age boys arrived, found 


seats and one ran back for the buttered 
popcorn. 


Sliding into their seats and looping 


their legs over the scat in front, one said, 
"It's amazing the way he bounces." 


HIS FRIEND answered, "Oh, yea. Did 


you ever really see him? He looks like 
a dummy." 


The house lights dimmed and the the- 


ater broke into cheers, whistles, and cat- 
calls. It was like the giant cartoon car- 
nivals where mothers can ditch their 
kids on dollar day in Peoria. 


The screen flickered with diagonals 


slashes and the image of Snake Canyon, 
Idaho, came into blurry view. 


It focused to the strains of the "Ballad

Elmhurst Road S-curve 
may get ^banking' job 


The notorious S-curvo on S. Elmhurst 


Road In Mount Prospect may be rcgr- 
aclcd to help case cars around the bends. 


Village Trustee George B. Anderson in- 


dicated the road may be banked to cut 
down on tho number of accidents along 
tho S-curvo between Mllburn Street and 
Shaboneo Trail. 


The banking would be pan of an over- 


all improvement project that includes In- 
stallation of a traffic signal at Elmhurst 
and Lincoln Street. 


ORIGINALLY. ONLY the traffic signal 


was contemplated, in order to slow down 
traffic on the curve. However, the village 
board's (Ire and police committee, which 
Anderson chairs, last week voted 3 to 0 
to recommend that tho full board consid- 
er banking tho road as well. "It wouldn't 
make sense to Improve something and 
not moke It safe," said Anderson. 


Banking would more than double the 


estimated cost of the project, from 
$230.000 to $600,000. 


Anderson Is counting on federal and 


state monies to finance Iho bulk of the 
project. Ho said ho hopes federal funds 
can be mode available to pay for 70 per 


cent of tho cost, and state funds for an- 
other 20 per cent. The village, he esti- 
mated, would pay $35,000 to $30,000 to- 
ward the improvement. 


The Northwest Municipal Conference is 


expected to endorse the Elmhurst Road 
project for federal funding at its Sept. IB 
meeting. A conference committee has 
given it tentative approval. 


THE VILLAGE has set aside $123,000 


In the current budget for the project. 
\Vlicn the budget was drawn last spring, 
village trustees appropriated half the es- 
timated cost of the traffic signal, with 
the hope of securing federal funds to pay 
the remaining $125,000. It was understood 
that if a grant Is not available, the vil- 
lage would budget the necessary funds 
next year and finance the entire project 
Itself. 


Tho S. Elmhurst Road S-curve has 


been the scene of numerous accidents 
over the years, Including a fatality last 
spring. Police have instituted a crack- 
down on speeders in the area, but Ander- 
son maintained complete upgrading of 
the curve Is needed to reduce the num- 
ber of mishaps.

In its heyday, Central School was 


where generations of Mount Prospect 
children learned how to multiply and 
spell. It was where youngsters spent 
hours memorizing the Gettysburg Ad- 
dress and the periodic table of the ele- 
ments. Where they made friends and ev- 
erlasting memories. 


Today, the old building is long past Its 


prime — on eyesore to downtown Mount 
Prospect — and is scheduled for demoli- 
tion shortly to make way for a new pub- 
lic library. When It Is razed, however, 
more than bricks and mortar will 
tumble; a chunk of colorful Mount Pros- 
pect history will go with it. 


Indeed, Central School, at the south- 


cast corner of Central Road and Main 
Street, has been around almost as long 
as the village itself. During its 47-year 
stint, the building evolved from an ultra- 
modern four-room schoolhouse to a 15- 
room school that in the end couldn't pass 
state safety standards without Improve- 
ments that would have cost more than 
the original structure. 


WHEN THE SCHOOL was closed by 


Mount Prospect Dlst. 57 in 1970 and its 
students sent to Gregory School, devel- 
opers as well as village and park district 
officials stood in line with plans to tear 
down the building and replace it with — 
a grocery store, an office building, a civ- 
ic center, a park and a high-rise apart- 
ment building for the elderly. The use 
ultimately chosen, a library, was actual- 
ly suggested as long ago as 1966. 


Central School opened its doors In 1927, 


replacing an earlier school that was con- 
verted to a community hall and later

The Richard Jordan family uncovered 


a sticky situation - bees in the walls

Winnie the Pooh would love the Richard Jordans. 
The Des Plalnes family, 143 Stratford Dr., recently uncov- 


ered a wall filled with honey while remodeling their home. 
The honeycomb — complete with bees — measured approxi- 
mately six feet tall, three feet wide and one foot deep, Jordan 
said. 


Although the family has lived in the house since 1970, Jor- 


dan said the bees caused no problems until a painter tried to 
paint the eaves of the roof. 


"We noticed the bees before but nothing serious ever hap- 


pened," he said. "There's never been any bees in the house 
and no one's ever been stung." 


JORDAN DESCRIBES his encounter with the bees In bat- 


tlefield terminology. He began by drilling a small hole in the 
wall and pouring poison in. 
.. "I put my ear to the wall and it sounded like World War 
IH," he said. "The honeycomb was so thick, though, the 
poison didn't have any effect." 


The Oakton Community College dean ran through a series 


of grocery store pesticides before calling in the reserves — an 
Cakton biology professor and a University of Illinois entomo- 
logyist, Stanley Rachesky. Their solution: destroy the honey- 
como. 


Jordan brought in a carpenter to tear out the wall panels 


while his fellow professor stood nearby with "a powerful 
rerosol bomb." 


"Evcrytlme a bee came out, she zapped him in mld-air," 


Jordan said. 


RACHESKY CONTRIBUTED a more potent pesticide and 


Jordan launched a second attack against the bees. 


"It was like a circus — the bees just kept making noise," 


he said. "Nobody got stung — it was absolutely amazing." 


When the wall board was torn out, Jordan said bees were 


"still there even though we must have killed a zillion." 


"We stuck a chisel in the wall and honey ran down onto the 


floor. The really terrible thing is we destroyed all that honey 
with the pesticides," he said. 


JORDAN SAID THE run-in with the bee colony unnerved 


him, especially since he saw the movie "The Hellstrom Chro- 
nicle" about insects taking over the world. 


"The night before we mounted the final assault we could 


hear the bees buzzing behind the cardboard." ne said. "It 
was just like Hitchcock movie — my wife kept checking the 
bedroom door to be sure it was closed." 


"These bees are programmed to build perfect hexagons 


without shutting each other off. They've got to be as smart as 
all get out," he added. 


Jordan received numerous suggestions from friends and 


family for getting rid of the unwanted bees. One college stu 
dent suggested renting a bear. 


"She said we should turn the bear lose in the house and he 


could take care of the bees and the honey," he said. 


CLEANUP IS THE major problem of the Jordans now that 


the bees are dead. The honeycomb and beeswnx were carried 
out in shovelfuls, Jordan said, noting that his wife used to buy 
beeswax for her weaving projects. 


"I noticed that she hasn't asked me to save her any,*' he 


added. 


Removing honey from the hallway carpeting and woodwork 


was "messy," Jordan said, noting that "you can't use a wire 
brush — you almost have to use a spoon." 


Despite the ripped-out walls and inconvenience, Jordan 


views the Battle of the Bees in good humor. 


"There's something inherently funny about the situation," 


he said. "People just kept coming up with all sorts of out 
landish jokes." 


Area woman 
picked for 
sex-bias panel 


Judy Brady-Keller of Arlington Heights 


is part of a 24-member task force ap- 
pointed by State Schools Supt. Michael 
Bakalis to study sex discrimination in Il- 
linois schools and recommend steps for 
eliminating it. 


Mrs. Keller, 1210 E. Burr Oak Dr., also 


heads the Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 
21 Citizens Task Force on Education, a 
parent group concerned about sex dis- 
crimination in local schools. 


The state-appointed task force has two 


immediate duties. 


FIRST, THE COMMITTEE will study 


guidelines for implementing Title IX of 
the Education Amendments of 1972, 
which prohibits sex discrimination in 
schools. Based on Its findings, the task 
force will provide input for Bakalis to 
use in making his recommendations on 
putting the guidelines into effect to the 
Dept. of Health, Education and Welfare. 


Secondly, the task force will make rec- 


ommendations for textbook guidelines 
being prepared by Bakalis' office. 


Mrs. Keller Is one of three persons 


named to the task force to represent par- 
ents and concerned citizens. Others on 
the committee include State Sen. Esther 
Saperstein, D-Chicago; State Rep. Susan 
Catania, R-Chicago, and State Rep. Don- 
ald Deustcr, R-Mundelein. Illinos teach- 
ers, administrators and students also are 
represented on the task force. 


Locally, Mrs. Keller and other mem- 


bers of the Dist. 21 Citizens Task Force 
on Education last year conducted a sur- 
vey of educational materials used in the 
district, which also serves portions of Ar- 
lington Heights and Mount Prospect. 


FOLLOWING THE SURVEY, the task 


force appealed to the school board to 
make every effort to get rid of materials 
they found to be sexually-biased. 


In response, the school board adopted 


a policy to eliminate not only materials 
containing sexual bias, but all other 
forms of discrimination as well. 


Mrs. Keller said Friday she plans to 


continue work on the local task force be- 
sides the state committee. The group will 
be involved in teacher in-service work- 
shops during the year and will serve on 
textbook selection committees.

moved to serve as an annex to St. John's 
Episcopal Church. It was much larger 
than the original schoolhouse — four 
classrooms — and cost the unusually 
high sum of $25,000. Today, it will cost 
more than that just to tear down the 
building and its two subsequent addi- 
tions. 


Central School alone is where Mount 


Prospect children learned the three R's 
during those early years, serving first as 
an elementary school and later as a ju- 
nior high. It was the only school in Dist. 
57 until Lincoln was constructed in 1948. 


By then, Central was beginning to 


show clear signs of wear, and by 1952, 
had begun its irreversible decline. The 
school district superintendent rattled off 


a bunch of needed improvements: Mod- 
ernization of the kitchen, erection of a 
new fence, installation of accoustical tile 
— which had not been discovered at the 
time the school was built — just for 
starters. It was estimated improvements 
would cost $10,000, and that was just 
scratching the surface. 


FINALLY, IN 1987, Assistant Supt. J. 


C. Busenhart, now the district's business 
manager, uttered the words that even- 
tually led to the school's downfall: "It's 
time," he told board of education mem- 
bers, "to decide whether we want to con- 
tinue to limp along at Central School or 
resign ourselves to the fact that we're 
stuck with it, so let's make the most of 
it." 


His assessment touched off a hot de-

bate. Educators took the position that the 
district should get rid of the school; it 
was by then 40 years old and, they said, 
no longer suitable for a school. 


Principal John Gatto said, "There is 


absolutely no flexibility in the pro- 
gramming of classrrooms. Math is being 
taught in the art room, French in the 
science lab. Audio visual aids cannot be 
used in some classrooms due to the in- 
ability to shade them. Also, they cannot 
be used without checking first, since the 
wiring will not accommodate more than 
three machines being used in the build- 
Ing at a time." 


Team teaching, a relatively new in- 


novation in Central School's final years, 
was not possible at Central because it 
had no large rooms, not even an audito- 
rium. Between classes, portable black- 
boards were moved through tho halls to 
convert, for example, the school library 
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into a classroom. The old wooden floors 
echoed on the first floor whenever any- 
one walked to the blackboard on the se- 
cond floor. The principal's office was not 
much larger than a closet, making con- 
ferences with teachers and parents diffi- 
cult. Teachers had no lounge and shared 
lavatories with pupils. On overcast days, 
when all school lights were on, plugging 
in a single projector was liable to blow a 
fuse. 


RESIDENTS NONETHELESS were re- 


luctant to see the old school shut down, 
and defeated two referenda intended to 
vacate Central 
School and convert 


Gregory School to a junior high school. 


The school board eventually got its 


way. District officials, faced with a 
$36,000 bill for meeting the state's safety 
code, in 1967 pronounced Central School 
"a constant drain on the taxpayers' mon- 
ey" and announced their intention to sell 
it. 


Village leaders laid claim to the build- 


ing. "There's still a lot of life in it," en- 
thused Mayor Dan Congreve, who pro- 
posed a civic center. 


Park officials too wanted a piece of the 


action. Robert Jackson, president of the 
Mount Prospect Park District, was — in- 
deed, still is — attracted to the school's 
gymnasium. At the very least, he 
wouldn't have minded seeing the Central 
School site turned into a village park. 


AND DEVELOPERS swarmed around 


like vultures scenting imminent death. 
When the building was eventually sold by 
the school district in an auction, it was 
taken not by municipal officials — who 
could have had it for $200,000 less than 
they're paying today — but by a trust, 
held by Alexander and Elizabeth Mag- 
nus. 


In the last four years, a steady stream 


of developers has come before the village 
board with a variety of plans for replac- 
ing Central School. Each plan was re- 
jected, and village and library officials 
finally decided they wanted the site. 


In the years since the closing of Cen- 


tral School, its classroom windows — for 
so long an escape for daydreaming pu- 
pils — were boarded up and weeds 
sprouted on the Softball field. 


If anyone gets the impression, though, 


that Central School has lost all of its har- 
diness, 
the building withstood only 


$10,000 damage during two early-morning 
arson fires late last month. It's going to 
take a mighty bulldozer to knock down 
Central School.

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Thrillseekers' fun dives with Evel

There were hundreds of Evcl Knicvcls 


seated In comfortable upholstered scats 
In tho darkened Lincoln Village Theater 
in Chicago. 


In their minds, they weren't subur- 


ban stockbrokers or city gas station jock- 
eys. THEY were poised on the edge of 
tho Snake River Canyon, ready to defy 
death to achieve the American dream of 
wealth and happiness. 


Pnlms were net with nervous sweat as 


well as slick from buttered popcorn as 
Brooks Brothers-clod Cadillac drivers 
rubbed shoulders with leather-jacketed 
"chopper" riders to watch Evel carry his 
hopes (and theirs) across the gaping 
Snake River canyon on his steam-pow- 
ered rockct/"cycle." 


And just so the spectators, part of 1.8 


million nationwide, could bo properly at- 
tired for the big moment, hawkers of- 
fered T-shirts for $3 each. They were em- 
bossed ulth your choice of two full-color 
portraits of Evcl Knicvcl while you 
nailed. 


ABOUT ISO persons bought their ail- 


cotton mementoes to remind them of the 
bright Sunday afternoon spent watching 
Knicvcl, 34, fail In his attempt to span 
tho canyon. 


Tho lobby Is carpeted and the manage- 


ment served complimentary coffee to the 
patrons. Outside, chopped Harleys and 
their riders arrived, announced by tuned 
exhaust pipes. Inside the lobby, middle- 
class heads instinctively turned to the 
noise. 


Carefully stained and worn denims 


were the Chicago bikers' colors in grimy 
contrast to the pure white modified rock 
'n' roll leather suit worn by Evel. 


"Evel's the American ideal, man. He 


said he was going to do it and I'm going 
to do It," said the biker with the coiled 
cobra tattoo. 


The cobra-man's buddy chipped In: 


"He doesn't want to die. Let me tell ya, 
when you've got three or four million 
dollars, there ain't no way you want to 
die." 


Bearded, blue jean-clad bikers pro- 


duced their red tickets for the ushers and 
swaggered in. They were soon to be lost 
in the dark of the theater. 


THE THEATER was about three-quar- 


ters sold at $10 per seat. The audience 
was quiet, predominantly middle-class 
and all white. They were soothed with 
canned music. 


They came in family groups, some- 


times three generations together for a 
Sunday afternoon. The children, as 
young as five and six, chattered ex- 
citedly about Evcl. He was always 
"Evel" when there's a possibility that 
someone Is going to kill himself before 
your eyes and you've paid $10 for the 
view, it's strictly on a first name only 
basis. 


Three teen-age boys arrived, found 


saats and one ran back for the buttered 
popcorn. 


Sliding into their seats and looping 


their legs over the seat in front, one said, 
"It's amazing the way he bounces." 


HIS FRIEND answered, "Oh, yea. Did 


you ever really see him? He looks like 
a dummy." 


The house lights dimmed and the the- 


ater broke Into cheers, whistles, and cat- 
calls. It was like the giant cartoon car- 
nivals where mothers can ditch their 
kids on dollar day in Peoria. 


The screen flickered with diagonals 


slashes and the image of Snake Canyon, 
Idaho, came into blurry view. 


It focused to the strains of the "Ballad 


of Evel Knievel." 


The chaplain of Bourbon street was in- 


troduced, and he asked the audience to 
pray with him. This was the event, he 
entoned, that we all are "blowing our 
heads to watch."

"IF HE DIES. I don't know," he shrug,

Evel appeared on the screen, greeted 


by applause from the audience. He 
seemed nervous and hyperventilating. He 
told the closed-circuit croud to "live like 
God made you to" and not to take nar- 
cotics.

shown. In slow motion again and again 
he tumbled, clothes tearing and banes 
breaking. People gasped and whispered 
in the dark.

"cycle" with a crane and was strapped 
in. One of the teen-agers hunched further 
into his seat, and said slowly, "Go get 
'em,'Evel. Get down."

The Village of Arlington Heights tax 


rate will Increase 12.7 per cent next year 
if the latest projections of government 
cost and assessed valuation prove cor- 
rect. 


A tax levy ordinance to be adopted 


tonight by the Arlington Heights Village 
Board Is expected to add 10 cents to the 
1975 village property tax levy. 


That means that an Arlington Heights 


homeowner whoso property Is assessed 
at $10,000 and who paid $78.60 in property 


Track to ask 
5-year extension 
of annex pact 


The Arlington Heights Village Board 


tonight will give its first formal consid- 
eration to a possible extension of the vil- 
lage's annexation agreement with Arling- 
ton Park Race Track. 


Racetrack officials have asked to ex- 


tend tho agreement for five more years, 
through Oct. 20, 1074, In order to give 
thorn more time to complete plans for a 
5,716-unlt housing development west of 
(he race track and north of the Arlington 
Park Towers Hotel. 


Among other things, tho annexation 


agreement freezes iho cost of building 
fees and allows virtually unrestricted 
hlgh-riso development. The proposed 
housing plan includes the eventual devel- 
opment of 12 apartment buildings of 33 
stories each. 


The annexation agreement was origi- 


nally signed on Oct. 20, I960 and will ex- 
pire on that date this year unless the vil- 
lage board agrees to extend It. 


Recent Illinois legislation makes It pos- 


sible for municipalities to renew land-an- 
nexation agreements that previously 
could not be lengthened beyond the origi- 
nal five-year period. 


Village Atty. Jock M. Slegel has said 


that a public hearing on the race track 
request will have to be held, although 
tonight's village board meeting has not 
been formally designated as a public 
hearing. 


The meeting Is scheduled to begin at 8 


p.m. at the Municipal Building, 33 S. Ar- 
lington Heights Rd. 


tax to the village this year will pay $88.60 
next year. 


A combination of Increased govern- 


ment costs and a lower total assessed 
valuation than had earlier been predicted 
are responsible for the anticipated tax 
Increase, said Kenneth M. Bonder, Ar- 
lington Heights finance director. 


BONDER'S ESTIMATE of next year's 


assessed valuation has been reduced 
from $350 million to $315 million, reflec- 
ting a dramatic decline in new construc- 
tion throughout the village. 


At the same time, revenue from the 


local property tax Is being increased 
some $300,000, from $2.4 million to $2.7 
million. 


The tax levy ordinance already has 


been approved by the village board's fi- 
nance committee, and the trustees have 
little choice but to approve the ordinance 
since state law requires that It be filed 
with the county clerk by tomorrow. 


A tax levy ordinance adopted by the 


Mount Prospect Village Board earlier 
this month projected a 21.2 per cent vil- 
lage tax rate increase, from $78.10 per 
$10,000 assessed valuation to an esti- 
mated $94.60 In 1075. 


TRUSTEE FRANK Pnlmatier, chair- 


man of the finance committee, said the 7 
per cent reduction In the assessment 
equalizer approved this year by the Illi- 
nois General Assembly also contributes 
to the higher tax levy. 


"At the time wo approved the (1974-75) 


budget we felt the assessed valuation 
was going to come in considerably higher 
than It now appears will be the case," 
said Palmaticr. 


He said the village was "to far into the 


budget year to change the amount of the 
levy." 


•The village tax rate is one of 12 sepa- 


rate levies that together make up the an- 
nual real estate property tax bill. The 
$2.7 million to be raised by the local 
property tax represents only 12 per cent 
of the total $14.1 million Arlington 
Heights budget for 1974-75. 


Other funds are derived from sales 


tax, motor fuel taxes, fees and federal 
revenue sharing.

Arlington Park Race Track closed out 


one of the most successful horse racing 
seasons in Illinois history Saturday. 


Total wagering at Arlington Park this 


summer Increased 21 per cent over the 
track's 
1973 meeting to a 
record 


$137,543,902. Attendance was up IB per 
cent from 1,032,607 fans in 1973, to 
1,215,333 this year. 


Blessed with prime summer dates 


from the Illinois Racing Bord and able to 
build upon an up turn In Chicago area 
racing that began early this spring at 
Sportsman's Park, Arlington Park offi- 
cials were understandably pleased with 
Saturday's final figures. 


"The Chicago racing public's response 


to the Illinois Racing Board's awarding 
of the complete summer dates to Arling- 
ton and the improvement of the quality 
of thoroughbreds racing here it engen- 
dered has been dramatic," said track 
Pres. John F. Loome. 


"NEW ILLINOIS mutuel records were 


set and attendance was excellent, while 
declines were being registered in other 
parts of the country." 


Last November, during hearings on 


1974 racing dates before the Illinois Rac- 
ing Board, Loome warned that another 
bad year like the one Arlington Park suf- 
fered in 1973 could lead the track's own- 
er, Madison Square Garden Corp., to 
shut down'the Midwest's largest horse 
racing plant. 


Arlington Park was crippled by early 


.spring racing dates in 1973, even though 
the length of that meeting, 83 days, was 
only one day shorter than this year's sea- 
son. 
•• 


Another measure of the track's success 


Is to compare Arlington Park's 1974 fig- 
ures against figures for the same dates 
in 1973. This comparison shows betting 
this year at Arlington Park was 13 per 
cent higher while attendance increased 
by 7 per cent. 


Track officials also were quick to point 


out that the 1974 summer season gener- 
ated $13 million in direct taxes to the 
state. 


THE ROSY TOTALS apparently fore- 


stall, at least for now, the likelihood that 
Arlington Park's owners will suspend 
horse racing in favor of some other, 
more profitable use of the race track's 
430-acre site. 


"We're already working on making 


next season bigger and better," Loome 
said. 


It was clear soon after Arlington Park 


opened on June 3 this year that track 
officials were prepared to go for broke. 
In June, Loome asked the racing board 
for permission to run both day-and-night 
racing programs at Arlington Park after 
a horseman's strike prevented the open- 
ing of night harness racing at Sports- 
man's Park. 


Later in the summer there were com- 


plaints from the track's mutuel clerks 
that too much time was being taken be- 
tween races, and that not enough clerks 
had been hired to handle the Arlington 
Park crowd. 


Last month, Loome even requested 


permission to open a betting window in 
the Arlington Park's train station, a pro- 
posal which was unanimously laid to rest 
by the racing board. 


FINALLY. THE addition of parimutuel 


betting on Appaloosa horses for the first 
time in Illinois this year stretched sev- 
eral Arlington Park programs from the 
usual nine races to 10-race cards. 


It all adds up to a $137 million. And 


while there are still those who say Ar- 
lington Park is not the race track it once 
was, that the country's best horses still 
are not running here, this summer's sto- 
ry was one of numbers. To Loome and 
the other officials at Arlington Park, the 
numbers must look pretty good.

named to the task force to represent par- 
ents and concerned citizens. Others on 


the committee Include State Sen. Esther 
Sapersteln, D-Chlcago; State Rep. Susan 
Catania, R-Chlcago, and State Rep. Don- 
ald Dcuster, R-Mundelein. Illlnos teach- 
ers, administrators and students also arc 
represented on the task force. 


Locally, Mrs. Keller and other mem- 


bers of the Dist. 21 Citizens Task Force 
on Education last year conducted a sur- 
vey of educational materials used in the 
district, which also serves portions of Ar- 
lington Heights and Mount Prospect. 


FOLLOWING THE SURVEY, the task 


force appealed to the school board to 
make every effort to get rid of materials 
they found to be sexually-biased.

It's really 
a honey of 
a problem 


The Richard Jordan family uncovered 


a sticky situation - bees in the walls

Winnie the Pooh would love the Richard Jordans. 
The DCS Plaincs family, 143 Stratford Dr., recently uncov- 


ered a wall filled with honey while remodeling their home. 
The honeycomb — complete with bees — measured approxi- 
mately six feet tall, three feet wide and one foot deep, Jordan 
said. 


Although tho family has lived in the house since 1970, Jor- 


dan said the bees caused no problems until a painter tried to 
paint the eaves of the roof. 


"We noticed the bees before but nothing serious ever hap- 


pened," he said. "There's never been any bees in the house 
and no one's ever been stung." 


JORDAN DESCRIBES his encounter with the bees in bat- 


tlefield terminology. He began by drilling a small hole in the 
wall and pouring poison in. 
.. "I put my ear to the wall and it sounded like World War 
III," he said. "The honeycomb was so thick, though, the 
poison didn't have any effect." 


The Oakton Community College dean ran through a scries 


of grocery store pesticides before calling in the reserves — an 
Cakton biology professor and a University of Illinois entomo- 
logy 1st, Stanley Rachcsky. Their solution: destroy the honey- 
como. 


Jordan brought in a carpenter to tear out the wall panels 


while his fellow professor stood nearby with "a powerful 
rerosol bomb." 


"Everytlmo a bee came out, she zapped him in mid-air," 


Jordan said. 


RACHESKY CONTRIBUTED a more potent pesticide and 


Jordan launched a second attack against the bees. 


"It was like a circus — the bees just kept making noise," 


he said. "Nobody got stung — it was absolutely amazing." 


When the wall board was torn out, Jordan said bees were 


"still there even though we must have killed a zillion." 


"We stuck a chisel in the wall and honey ran down onto the 


floor. The really terrible thing is we destroyed all that honey 
with the pesticides," he said. 


JORDAN SAID THE run-in with the bee colony unnerved 


him, especially since he saw the movie "The Hellstrom Chro- 
nicle" about insects taking over the world. 


"The night before we mounted the final assault we could 


hear the bees buzzing behind the cardboard." he said. "It 
was just like Hitchcock movie — my wife kept checking the 
bedroom door to be sure it was closed." 


"These bees are programmed to build perfect hexagons 


.without shutting each other off. They've got to be as smart as 
all get out," he added. 


Jordan received numerous suggestions from friends and 


family for getting rid of the unwanted bees. One college stu- 
dent suggested renting a bear. 


"She said we should turn the bear lose In the house and he 


could take care of the bees and the honey," he said. 


IS THE major problem of the Jordans now that 


the bees are dead. The honeycomb and beeswax were carried 
out in shovelfuls, Jordan said, noting that his wife used to buy 
beeswax for her weaving projects. 


"I noticed that she hasn't asked me to save her any," he 


added. 


Removing honey from the hallway carpeting and woodwork 


was "messy," Jordan said, noting that "you can't use a wire 
brush — you almost have to use a spoon." 


Despite the rlpped-out walls and inconvenience, Jordan 


views tho Battle of the Bees in good humor. 


"There's something inherently funny about the situation," 


he said. "People just kept coming up with all sorts of out- 
landish jokes."
